Desperate Battle of an Attendant in an 
Asylum at St. Joseph, Mo.

Asylum No, 2, died of injuries received at the 
hands of an attendant, W. L. Jackson.

Jackson was growing black 
in the face, and his s@nses were rapidly 
leaving him under the throttling clutch 
the maniac. Making one supreme effort Jack- 
son threw the maniac on the chair, falling on 
him with ali his weight. Williams struck the 
corner of the chair on his side crushing in 
three of his ribs, and rolled to the floor sense 
less.

They united in saying that the 
great trouble with all communities was the 
proneness ofyman to become selfish and to 
look out for his own interests rather than the 
interests of the community. Schemers would 
get in despite all they could do and would try 
to gain control of the organization and take 
care of themselves at the expense of the 
brotherhood. They believe they have averted 
this danger by giving'control to the populace 
and making every member of the comn®unity 
a voter on all questions of public or private 
interest. Asked if they did not think ina com- 
munity of 10,000 ‘people that all the time 
would be taken: up in voting and work 
would be neglected, they said that a bunch of 
questions could be voted on at once and thus 
considerable time saved. They relied greatly 
on their newspapers to correctly inform the 
people on every question, and thus they could 
vote intelligently.

FAMOUS TEMPLE LOT SUIT DECIDED, 


Judgment Goes Against the Hendrickites 
and They Must Move. 


Kansas Crry, Mo:, March 3.—The famous 
“temple lot”? in Independence, for which 
the Mormons have been fighting in the courts, 
has been decided to be the property of the 
Brigham Young faction of the Mormons. 
The decision was given by Judge Phillips in 
the District Court this afternoon. Temple 
lot originally consisted of sixty acres of 
ground, but now comprises a block of prop- 
erty, 300 feet square, located on one of the 
highest eminences of Independerice. In one 
corner is a small frame church, used by the 
Hendrickites. The lot is regarded as sacred 
property by all branches of the Mormons, 
and was originally designed as a site for a 
temple, from which on the last day Mormons 
were to ascend to heaven. The decree says 
the church of which Joseph Smith was the 
prophet was the real owner ‘of the property 
and that the branch, however small, which 
adheres to the form of church government 
for which the property was acquired should 
not obtain it. 


CANADIAN TRAIN-WRECKERS FAIL, 


Wrecked the Wrong Train by Placing Ob- 
structions on the Track, 


Toronto, Ont., Marcl® 3.—[Special.]—Two 
atternpts were made to wreck the Canadian 
Pacific express due here from Chicago last 
night. Near Streetsville, fifteen miles from 
this city, a freight train, which happened to 
be running ahead of the express, struck a 
heavy piece of timber lying acrossthe track 
and the engine was derailed, The express 
was flagged and detained until by the com- 
bined efforts of the tw6 train crews the freight 
engine was put on the track again and started 
on its way.

HE MAY MODIFY IT. 


JUDGE JENKINS CAN OHANGE® HIS 
ORDER GRACEFULLY.

It Is Too Compré@hensive and Easy of. Mis- 
construction \= Ex-Senator Spooner 
Speaks Ably for the Receivers=Law- 
yers and Judge Break Many Lances in 
the Legal TilteWest Virginia Mob Cuts 
Telephone Wires=Rival Coroners In- 
vestigating the Death of Adkins, 

Mitwavker, Wis., March 3.—[Special.]—~ 
Judge Jenkins tas taken under advisement 
the petition of the chiefs: of the various rail- 
way organizations for a modification of his 
famoug strike order with relation to the 
Northern Pacific employés. It is expected 
that he will modify his injunction in part, at 
least, as it was admitted by the attorneys for 
the receivers in .their arguments today that 
the injunction in its present form can be mis- 
construed. It was never intended, both At- 
torneys McNaught and Spooner said in their 
arguments, to prevent the employés of the 
Northern-Pacific company from quitting, as 
is generally reported, but was intended, they 
said, to prevent a conspiracy crippling the 
property of the road. Mr. Spooner said in 
his argument that the injunction, in so far as 
it restrained "men from conferring, advising. 
recommending, or sanctioning men to quit the 
service of the road, was perhaps too broad 
and fiable to be misunderstood, 

The arguments were completed late this 
afternoon. Mr. McNaught of counsel for the 
receivers, who had not concluded his argu- 
ment when court adjourned yesterday, re- 
sumed this morning. Speaking of the 
rightg of ~ the court to issue the 
orders, Col. McNaught gave an exhaustive 
résumé of the Judge Pardee decision and 
took up the ruling of Judge Dundy. Here, 
he said, was another instance where the course 
of Judge Jenkins was upheld. } 

‘* But he tumbled all over himself to take it 
all back,’’ remarked “Mr. Harper of the op- 
posing counsel, 

What a Strike Is. 


Coming down to the proposition to strike 
out the last clause is the injuné@tion which re- 
strained the heads of the various organiza- 
tions from conferring with the men and from 
ordering'a striké, Mr. McNaught said that in 
defining ** strike’ the attorney yesterday 
erred. His definition, and the one that should 
be. rightly applied to this case, was given by 
Anderson and recognized by the Supreme 
Court of Appeals of New York, as follows: 
‘* A strike isa combination among laborers, 
or those employed by others, to compel an 
increase in wages, a change in the hours of 
labor, a change in the manner of conducting 
the business of the ‘property, or to enforce 
some particular policy in the character of 
number of men employed, or the like.”’ 

Judge Jenkins wanted to know if the lan- 
guage of the restraining order could be so 
construed as to prevent the chiefs from advis- 
ing the men to leave the service quietly and 
peacably. Mr. McNaught replied that it was 
not so intended, but. he wanted the men to 
act ds they wanted to in the matter without 
the advice of anyone. If the terms of the 
present writs were too comprehensive he was 
willing that a modification be granted. 

Spooner Wants a Fair Order. 


Ex-Senator Spooner of counsel for the re- 
ceivers followed Mr. McNaught in the after- 
noon, In opening he said he agreed with Mr. 
McNaught that if there was anything in the 
injunctional order which was susceptible of 
misconstruction or invaded anybody’s rights 
the court would strike it out. No document 
is to be construed unless by reading it all, 
and it is unfair to ask for a construction on 
an isolated sentence. He asserted that all 
through the writ and nowhere in it is there 
anything which prevents the men from quit- 
ting the service of the company. The rightto 
quit has its limitations which are recognized 
the world over. It has the limitatiohs which 
arise out of the equalities of the case. Train- 
men cannot abandon a train or leave it in 
danger or where it will endanger the lives of 
others. 

Continuing Mr, Spooner said: “ Your 
Honor did not state it too broadly when you 
said every one of them could quit and go- to 
4Fexas. You might have added or Stay where 
you are.” The injunction, Mr. Spooner 
maintained, merely restrained a conspiracy 
for the purpese of crippling the property of 
the roud, and no men or set of men 
not engaged in such a 
fall within the meaning of the injunction. 
The idea that a court of equity has not the 
power to restrain a conspiracy to cripple the 
property in the hands of the court is startling. 
It is also strange to say that there is no differ- 
ence between men quitting and a strike. In 
this case it would mean a cessation of work 
on the part of 12,000 employés for the pur- 
pose of crippling the property and forcing 
acquiescence to the demands for modification 
of the schedules and rules approved by the 
court without any appeal to the court. 

Referring to the railway chiefs, he said: 
** They want the order modified so they can 
enter into a conspiracy with the employés of 
the road to bring about a strike, a quitting of 
the men in the service of the receivers with 
the purpose of crippling the road. 

Men Had No Criminal Intent. 


T. W. Spence, for the petitioner, discoursed 
the meaning of *‘ conspiracy,”’ saying that its 
essential element was criminal intent. The 
petition on which the injunction was granted 
did not show that the men hid any criminal 
intent in leaving the road. the 
men left the road it only 
because of a reduction in wages, 
He maintained that the men Had as much 
right to conspire as the stockholders of the 
Northern Pacific had. What they wanted to 
know was whether | the men had a right to 
strike on the legitimate lines of what they 
considered a strike.| Mr. Spence said the 
men were as much opposed to violence as 
were the receivers. They wanted 
settle their differences by arbitration. 
“They ‘do not do,” continued © Mr. 
Spence as the receivers have done—lock them- 
selves in a room, adopta schedule, present it 
to your Honor for approval, and then come 
to the men, shove itin their faces, and say, 
‘ Now, you have to take your medicine.’ ”’ 

Mr. Spence said the @ntract relations be- 
tween the receivers and the 4men were de- 
stroyed by the receivers when they changed 
the schedule, 

Continuing Mr. Spence said that it had 
not been shown that the injunction was in one 
way necessary and it was only secured to help 
a reduction in wages. It was purely and sim- 
ply a matter of dollars ‘and cents. The in- 
junction had been granted without giving the 
mena hearing; it was not brought properly 
before the court; aud had the men been given 
a hearing certain parts of it woulda have been 
expunged by the court at once.

Assets and Liabilities of. the Northern 
Mill Company at Minneapolis, 

Minyeaporis, Minn., March 3.—[Special. ]} 
—The schedule of assets and liabilities of the 
Northern Mill company was filed chis after- 
noon in the office of the clerk of the court. 
The assets amount to $1,299,898 and the 
liabilities to $1,167,024, of which $762,550, 
borrowed from the Gull River Lumber corn- 
pany is the largest item.

EARLY’S FAILURE AS A GENERAL. 


Longstreet Says He Was Inefficient, Lack- 
ing the Gifts of a Commander, 

Ricumonp, Va., March 3.— When Gen. 
James Longstreet was apprised of Gen. Ear- 
ly’s death and pressed for an estimate of the 
dead Confederate soldier’s career he made the 
following startling reply: ‘“‘Of *Early’s ca- 
reer as a soldier I candidly regard it as a dis- 
mal failure. He was gifted with neither the 
genius of war nor the development of strate- 
gy. In this opinion I will .be borne 
out by the  -records. What. I 
refers to official acts and official character; I 
speak not of private life. The command 
which under Stonewall Jackson knew not de- 
feat under Early never knew victory, owing 
solely to the inefficiency of the General in 
command, Itis hard for me to express these 
convictions in the presence of death, yet his- 
tory must not be falsified.”’ It will be recalled 
that during the unveiling of the statue of Lee 
in this city a few years ago Longstreet and 
Early met for the first time since the war. 
Longstreet promptly extended his hand, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘ How are you, General?’ Early 
turned his back upon Longstreet, with the ex- 
pression that he was ‘‘not in the habit of 
shaking hands with traitors,’ referring to 
the political course of Longstreet since the 
war,

ARRESTOF MRS. MAIER 


WANTED IN RAOINE, WIS., FOR POI- 
SONING HER FIRST HUSBAND. 


Her Disar pearance 
and 


Suspicion Aronsed by 
After Herman Groenke’s Death, 
the Insurance Company That Paid Hér 
$1,000 Discovered Arsenic Was the 
Cause~Tammany’s Wrath Aroused by 
Dunphy’s Resignation=Trouble Caused 
by a Billiard Table in a Church. 

New York, March 3,—[Special. |—Margaret 
Maier was arrested this morning in her meat- 
shop, at Alabama and Glenmore avenues, 
Brooklyn, on a warrant charging her with 
killing her first husband, Herman Groenke, 
by giving him two drams of arsenic, The 
alleged murder occurred in Racine, Wis., 
August last. Three physicians signed a cer- 
tificate, giving cholera morbus as the cause of 
death. It was not until after the prisoner 
had collected $1,000 insurance on her hus- 
band’s life, had remarried, and departed from 
Racine that suspicion was aroused. Then it 
was found that Groenke had died of arsenical 
poison, 

Groenke and his wife came to this country 
from Stettin, Germany, about thirteen years 
ago. They had been married two years. They 
went West and located in Racine, Wis., where 
Groenke had two brothers, Ernest and Charlies. 
The couple lived economically and saved a 
little money, which they invested in a home 
at No. 1517 Franklin street. Groenke also 
insured his life for $1,000 in the Ancient 
Order of Foresters, and had the policy made 
payable to his wife. 

Sheriff Beaty of Racine County, Wis., who 
went to Brooklyn for the prisoner, says the 
police have discovered enough evidence to in- 
sure the woman’s ‘conviction. It has 
been learned that for: a year before 
Groenke died the couple had frequently 
quarreled. Groenke, it is claimed, accused 
his wife of receiving the attentions of other 
inen, and mentioned his cousin, Julius Bartell, 
with whom she was frequently seen on the 
streets, 

When Detective Courtright ealled at the 
house today she put on her cloak and ac- 
companied him down‘town. She was ar- 
raigned before Justice Bartlett, who, gn see- 
ing the requisition papers signed by Gov. 
Peck of Wisconsin and countersigned by 
Gov. Flower, formally placed her in the cus- 
tody of Sheriff Beaty. She was taken back 
to Racine tonight.

For that 
reason he brought beacon oil into the sanctuary 
_ and into the classreom. Last fall, when he was 
invited to return-to Lane Seminary to lecture on 
familiar subjects of the Christian evidenees, he 
demurred because his lectures did not include 
the results of the latest literature. 

Perhaps his leading quality, which is really 
the resultant of many qualities, was considerate 
‘wisdom. Withakeen eye for the fundamental 
truths of our evangelical religion and an instinct 
for keeping them inthe foreground, his mind and 
hea rt were ever in favor of the utmost liberty 
with regard to incidental and secondary matters 
of opinion. Most serious as to all vital concerns he 
had the training, the intuitive insight, and even ” 
the sénee of humor to discern those which are not 
truly important, but only seem so to dull and 
inanely solemn brains, and therefore he made 
out the best ways to the best ends. 


Hospitable to New Truths. 


With such a mental constitution he was, of 
course, at once conservative and progressive. 
He constantly brought forth out of his treasures 
things new and old. He held fast to the logic of 
truths already ascertained, and he loved old 
books and old friends, but his spirit was also 
positive and creative. e was hospitable tonew 
truths from whatever quarter they might have 
come. He knew that history becomes real proph- 
ecy when hergrave face is turned towards the fut- 
ure. Therefore, he was equally at home ‘also 
among young men and new ideas. Such a man 
could not & violent and extreme. Sometimes it 
would have been easier for him if he could have 
been. For the special pleader ha$ fewer misgiv- 
ings and perhaps fewer critics than the judicial 
mind upon the neh. Dr. Patterson’s 
footprints down the years and  de- 
cades keep in the middle af the high- 
way. *For that reasonI think that his example 
will long continue to be helpful. He was as mod- 
erate in temper, in manner, in balanced convic- 
tion as he was persistent and wise. 1 suppose 
that he never from beginning to end of, his ma- 
ture life changed his fundamental principles. 
He was evangelical in religion to thecore. He 
did not run off after every new leader or fashion 
of thought that appeared above the horizon. The 
only change that appeared in him came from ap- 
plying the old settled principles to new ques- 
tions, which changed the point of view. From 
first to last he was evangelical, a Calvinist, 
and a Presbyterian of a moderate type. Within 
those lines he wanted a broad and comprehensive 
church, with malice towards none and with char- 
ity for’ all. He never seemed _ severe 
save towards uarrow dogmatism and 
intolerant Phariseeism, a characteristic 
which might be learned from his Divine Master. 
He was friendly both to truth and to the search 
after truth. On these principles his life line was 
a straight line, followed without swerving, but it 
was at the same time a broad line. 


Always Young in Heart. 


For such reasons as these he was young in heart 
tothe end. He kept young men near to him, not. 
by making his voice heard vociferating in the 
street, nor by volatile and spasmodic excite- 
ments, but by quiet and deep running enthusi- 
asm, by unpretentious yet veritable sympathy, 
by temperate thoughtfulness and an inquiring 
spirit. Young men, and unpetrified old men, have 
learnea from him that in the long run this 
open-minded, persistent steadiness is preferable 
to oscillating vehemence. I loved to call myself 
his son, Timothy, yet I always found him fra- 
ternal. Hewould uncover his great stores to 
me freely. I could talk to him without misgiv- 
ings and without being misunderstood. He did 
much to make my way easy as the ep) of this 
church, which bears an almost infinitely deeper 
impress ftom him than from any other human 
being. Wise, prudent, cautious, he was yet can- 
did, open-hearted, and friendly. I loved the 
man. 1 enjoyed his humor, for l often saw him 
smile engagingly if I never heard him laugh 
boisterously. I found oyt his ample capacity for 
a variety of friendships as for a _ variety 
of endeavors and achievements. He _ could 
do many things both kindly ‘and _ efli- 
ciently. At his grave, which shall 
henceforth be a treasure house and a goal for 
beams of resurrection light, I shall at once mourn 
and rejoice and hope. 1 cannot and | would not 
keep down the impulse of exuitation nor the 

rompting to congratulation. Mistakes and 
imitations there may have been, as in other 
great men; but he had a fine, his. fruitful ca- 
reer; his works do follow~him. hold, he has 
gone before us. Who would wish to disturb his 
characteristic calm, now made perfect; his en- 
joyment of music, now fully gratified; his hup- 
ger for divine truth, now satisfied and incapable 
of being satiated; his steady, masterful love of 
the supernal Christ, never more to be disap- 
pointed for an hour? By

Dr. Thomas C. Hall, on behalf-of the Pres- 
bytery of Chicago, spoke as follows: 

Icould not trust myself inthis hour and in 
this place to speak of what we lost and what is 
taken away from usin Dr. Patterson. Wedo 
not think of him as old. He was the youngest 
among us; in a keen intelligence, in the alertness 
of intellectual power; in hiscapacity for entering 
into all the hopes and fears of those around about 
him, he bad not his like among us. And 
when I cameto this city be was one of the 
very first to welcome me, as he has wel- 
comed so many into our number, and to 
him I could always_go so freely as a coun- 
selor and as a friend. He would be patient with 
all petulance; he would be kind and gentle with 
all hot rashness; he would enter fully into all 
the disappointments and all the fears, and he 
would bring to every problem the wisdom, the 
kindly light, the kindness, the tenderness of a 
rich old age. : aS 

His knowledge of American and English divin- 
ity was well-nigh exhaustless, and_ his learning 
was his own, it was a part of him. Tiat learning 
was not only at his own command, but freely at 
the command of any who went to him, and with 
an almost childish simplicity he would assume 
on the part of those to whom hejspoke an equal 
knowledge with his own. It was many times 
humiliating, almost, to see how he would bend 
to our limitations; how he would watch over us 
and keep us when our feet were in perilous ways, 
Indeed to pay tribute to his intellect would be 
well worth the while of one competent to do so. 

Of bis large reading and, of his intensé sym- 
pathy with all that was new and valuable, and 
the marvelous acumen with which he would sep 
arate the wheat from the chaff, | cannot dde- 
quately speak. But ail of those are but the basis 
of a higher and better life which was an inspira- 
tion for us all. For him Christ Jesus was every- 
thing ; all truth was looked at through the media 
of the spiritual life that wns so profound and so 
real: it was breathed into all he thought and all 
that he said. There was a certain calm, there 
- was a certain sense of confidence as he faced 
even the most staggering questions, for he knew 
him in whom he had _ believed, and in that confi- 
dence of his fate nothing could stir him ; and when 
men were in the midst of darkness and gloom 
and came to him, he breathed into their troubled 
minds the calm that came from the sky. I at 
one time asked him if he never had had dis- 
appointments and darkness and he told me yes. 
I might have guessed it from the way in which 
he would enter into every problem of that kind. 
But behind him was the intercourse with Christ, 
and in that-internal intercourse he had not only 
strength for his own life but of an abundance 
whichwas at the service of everyone who came 
to him with trouble or with difficulty. 


His Memory an Inspiration. 


His memory will bean inspiration and com- 
fort. We miss him sorely, and we will miss him 
more and more. I think there are. some of us 
-who will go with strange feeling into circles 
from which he was scarcely ever absent, and when 
absent was so sorely missed that it will be 
difficuit for us not te go with heavy hearts, 
knowing we cannot see him any more; but we 
shall be filled with the triumph and confidence 
that he has gone but to join the circle that was 
waiting for him, and with the inspiration of his 
life powers to quicken us to higher intelligence, 
to nobler service, and more unseifish patience. I 
am sure that as he hands down to us the tradi- 
tions and the memories of the past we may not 
have his ability, we may not have his judgment, 
we can scarcely hope to have the wisdom that 
was the crown of so many years of labor, but we 
ought to be stronger for the memories that he 
gave us, and for the inspiration and the hope 
with which be may well fill our lives. }

They Pay the Last Meed of Affection to 
Librarian W. F. Poole. 

Funeral services for Dr. William F. Poole, 
librarian of the Newberry Library, were held 
yesterday afternoon at Evanston, where he 
had lived for many years. A short service of 
prayer and song.was held at the family resi- 


dence preliminary to the more formal rites 


held at the First Congregational Church at 3 
o'clock, At that hour the large editice was 
crowded, distinguished men from all ranks 
in life, professors from both the Northwest- 
ern and Chicago Universities, officials of both 
the Newberry and Chicago public libraries, as 
wellas members of the many literary and 
cultured organizations with whom Dr. Poole 
had beén associated, uniting to show their re- 
spect for. him by their presence. 

At 3 o'clock the funeral procession: entered 
the church to the strains of Beethoven's 
funeral march. The honorary pallbearers 
preceded the casket..

The services were opened by the church choir 
with the hymn, ‘** Beyond the Sighing and*the 
Weeping.” Dr. J. F. Loba read the scripture 
funeral service and offered prayer. When 
“The Homeiand” had been sung by the 
choir Dr. Loba said in part: 

‘Every man lives a twofold’ life; one is 
that inner life of the heart with the aims and 
hopes, the sorrows and joys, the godward life 
which no one can see. Thi other is the man- 
ward life, the fruit, the product which the 
man gives to the world and on which his 
reputation rests. These two do not always 
coincide—sometimes lack much of. it. But 
the perfect harmony of the two gives to the 
whole life the force of truth, harmony in the 
soul, and power to the work of man. The life 
of our dear friend was peculiarly great in the 
harmony between the ideal and the real. 
He was a great worker on the highest plane of 
human activities. He enriched the world of 
thought, he ruled in the realm: off books, and 
like some great spirit he presiged over the 
very source of human learning. In the midst 
of our sorrows and through our cares we may 
thank God for such a man,” , 

Dr. Franklin Fisk’s Tribute, 


Following Dr. Loba an address was given 
by Dr. Frankiin Fisk, President of the Chi- 
eago Theological Seminary and a formér 
classmate of Dr. Poole at Yale. He said: 

‘* The sorrowful event that has brought to- 


gether this large congregation of friends to 


do honor to one who has for years occupied 
so large a place in our thoughts and in our 
esteem is to me peculiarly sad. Dr. Poole 
was my classmate at Yale. Our acquaintance,, 
which began when we entered that ancient 
university in 1845, ripened long since into 
affectionate regard, and through nearly half 
a century has borne delightful fruit- 
age. When he joined our class a few months 
after we entered college I well remember 
the marked impression he made, Although 
somewhat reserved in manner he had a genial 
nature and soon made many warm friends. 
He was old enough when he entered college 
to appreciate the value ofa liberal education, 
and addressed himself to his studies ina man- 
ly way. But while faithful and suceessful in 
thé studies of the college curriculum, he did 
not limit himself to them, but pushed 
his reading and study in all -directions, 
especialiy in the domain of periodical liter- 
aturg. He early evinced a great love of books 
and reveled in libraries, and his love and 
knowledge of books led to his selection by the 
‘Brothers in Unity,’ a literary society in the 
college, as librarian of its library of some 
12,000 volumes. In this capacity he early 
discovered a ,great need of an index to gen- 
eral periodical literature—for the supply of 
which he éven then, while yet a college 
student, addressed himself, and persisted in 
the great work with marvelous industry and 
energy through nearly half a century to the 
very close of his life, The development of 
his index from its inception is a genuine in- 
stance of évolution. 


His Work for the Public Library. 


‘*In 1873 he was called to take charge of 
and to form the Public Library that had just 
then been organized amidst the ashes of Chi- 
eago. He fulfilled expectation, .Under his 
supervision the Public Library of Chicago 
rapidly increased in well-selected volumes 
and in adaptation to public use till it became 
an equal of the foremost public libraries of 
ourland. The eminence of Dr. Pooleasa 
librarian led to his selection by the trustees 
of the Newberry Library fund when they 
sought for a competent person into whose 
hands to commit the great task of organizin 
and selecting a reference library that shoul 
stand through the ages; at once a monument 
to the generosity and foresight of its founder 
and a perpetual blessing to the millions who 
shall live in the great central city of the con- 
tinent. 

** Of Dr. Poole’s personal characteristics as 
amananda Christian I need not speak at 
length, for he lived among you many years. 
In heart he was a true believer in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and in life he tried faithfully to 
follow him. He was most highly esteemed 


and most loved by those who knew him best. 
‘This is a sad day for Evanston when two 


such eminent, honored, and beloved citizens 
as the Rey. Dr. Patterson and Dr. Poole are 
borne away. to their burial, But though they 
will not again walk these beautiful streets and 
goin and out among you, yet the thought of 
what they were will abide with you 
and be a constant = inspiration 
noble living. Had Dr. Poole lived 
till next summer it was his purpose 
and my own to meet with our classmates at 
New Haven to celebrate the forty-fifth anni- 
versary of our graduation from Yale, ‘More 
than one-half of our class of nearly 100 
have passed from earth, and now this dear 
classmate and friend has joined those who 
had gone before him. Withasore heart the 
‘ Farewell’ must be spoken in the sure hope 
of a blessed greeting at no distant day.”’

‘CRUEL T0 THE INSANE. 


KANKAKEE OFFIOIALS SUSTAIN 


OHARGES AGAINST HOSPITAL, 


They Cite Numerous Cases of Patients Re- 
ceived from the Chicago Institution 
Showing Rough Treatment=Statements 
of Discharged Patients and Others=At- 

’ tendants Deny the Charges and Attrib- 
ute Some of Them to Delusions—Local 
Physictans Also Make Denial. 

Information was obtained from officials and 

inmates of the Illinois Eastern Insane Asy- 
lum at Kankakee yesterday that fully con- 
firms all charges of cruelty, neglect, and out- 
rageous treatment of patients made against 
the Cook County Detention Hospital. Of 
twenty-five unfortunates received ut the asy- 
lum during November, December, and Jan- 
vary from the Detention Hospital more than 
a dozen bore marks and bruises which were 


evidences of rough usage. Some, of course, 
were in much worse condition than others. 


Dr. Clarke Gapen, Superintendent, of the 
asylum, said nearly all the victims were 
women, and he was quite sure they could not 
have beer so grossly handled by female at 


tendants. 

The case of Vina Solomon takes precedence 
for the reason that she was beyond all hope 
of recovery when taken to the asylum and 
died within thirty-six hours, and also for the 
reason that her wounds as described by Dr, 
Howe, who received the patient and made the 
preliminary exgmination of her condition, 
must have been frightfully bad. ‘In addi- 
tion to the lacerated. and partially removed 
tye,” said Dr. Howe; *‘ the woman’s back was 
raw and her limbs were covered with bruises.”’ 

Mrs. Kate Washington, a colored woman 
who had’been in the Detention Hospital as a 
nervously prostrated victim of drink and was 
taken to the asylum at the same time as Vina 
Solomon, had been in charge of the latter 
most of the time for ten days or two weeks 
previous to their removal. She made a state- 
ment yesterday in which she said: 

‘‘ While I was there: I mever saw any one 
about the hospital give Mrs. Solomon the 
slightest attention. She was strapped to the 
bed on her back all the time so tightly she 
could not move. Her clothing was only 
changed twice. She was ina horrible plight 
all the time. They kept a stick 
in her mouth, claiming it was to prevent her 
from chewing her tongue. I used to wash her 
mouth out and give her water, but I never saw 
any one give her anything to eat. I was with 
the poor woman almost constantly, day and 
night.”’ | 
Mrs. Lowry’s Statement, 

Mrs. Kate Lowry, who was at the Detention 
Hospital three days and nights in November, 
corroborated this statement and said: 

‘‘Kate Washington, a colored woman, is the 
only person I ever saw goin to do any- 
thing for her.”’ Mrs, Lowry also said that 
while at the hospital she saw a Russian girl, 
Annie Segel, strapped in a high arm chair. 
Her feet were tied to the rounds, her body to 
the posts, and she had handcuffs on her 
wrists. She was not given anything to eat 
during the time Mrs, wry was there. She 
also saw the men attendants roughly drag 
two other patients who refused to eat away 
from the table. “Every night,’ she said, 
‘*men went through the female wards a great 
deal and talked badly.” 

Mrs. Wanda Koran and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Black, who have been discharged from the 
asylum, told similar stories to Dr. Howe, as 
did a Mrs. Prendergast, 

Marguret Bell, received at the asylum Dec. 
4, made a great many complaints regarding 
abuses of other patients witmessed by her at 
the hospital 

The asy Kim records show several cases 
where bruises and cuts found on the persons 
of patients brought to that institution from 
the Detention Hospital bore the strongest evi- 
dence of inhuman treatment and neglect. 
Some of these patients, of course, were 
violent and difficult to manage. They 
have been so since admitted to the 
asylum, but it is not found necessary there to 
cut their arms with iron wristlets or bruise 
their bodies with vicious knocks and other 
rough handling. - 

Seme of the Worst Cases, 

Among the worst cases was -that of Dora 
Wieland, whose body was covered with 
wounds that had been neglected until the 
flesh was caked and the skin had turned a 
greenish hue’ She was received at the asylum 
Oct. 18 and is now there, 

Emma Farm, admitted and examined Oct. 
27, had a number of black and blue spots on 
her body and limbs. Joseph Jedricki, taken 
in Jan. 19, was covered with marks of severe 
restraint. Mary Moriarity, received Jan. 13, 
was badly bruised in a number of places. Jo- 
anna Lynch was severely injured, but an ex- 
planation came with her to the effect that she 
had injured herself in fits of violence. Annie 
Kelly, a wild patient, admitted Nov. 9, was 
covered all over with bruises: Mary Barry, 
Josie Housmer, and Joanna  Over- 
beck, patients received in November, 
all had marks on their wrists 
and bruises on their bodies. Evidences of 
neglect as to cleanliness, medical treatment, 
and, food have been discovered in the case of 
nearly every patient. Most of the patients 
stated to asylum officials that they were never 
given any medicines, 

Supt. Gapen, Dr. Meyer, and Dr. Howe 
were unanimous in their expressions of 
condemnation of the condition in which pa- 
tients have been coming to them since early 
in November from the Detention Hospital. 
Dr. Howe said she had noticed a slight im- 

rovement within the last month, or since 

upt. Gaper sent their reports to the County 
Commissioners. 

‘* Patients coming here from Chicago De- 
tention Hospital,” said Dr. Howe, “are asa 
rule much bruised, and-have marks of harsh 
treatment. Many aftirm they were strapped 
to chairs and beat in a most cruel manner, 
and in very few such cases have we found any 
restraint necessary after the patient has come 
under our care. In fact we have used re. 
straint in but two cases received from the Chi- 
cago Detention Hospital, and in these but for 
ashort time and for surgical reasons. Pa- 
tients frequently said to me: ‘I don’t blame 
my friends for bringing me here, but I feel as 
if I could never forgive them for taking me 
to the Detention Hospital.’ I fail totinda 
single patient coming from the Detention Hos- 
pital who has any kindly remembrance of the 
place, while they unanimously condemn it as 
a cruel and inhuman institution.” 

Miss Wanda Kortner said she and her sister 
had been treated with shameful barbarity at 
the Detention Hospital. She referred to her 
father’s family physician, Dr. J. G. Craig, at 
the corner of Halsted and Fifty-ninth streets. 

Dr. Craig said: ‘Il attended the two Kort- 
ner patients for a week or so. before they 
were removed to the Detention Hospital, and 
one of their delusions was that the room was 
full of men who were trying to injure them. 
I was at the hospital at the time of the trial, 
saw them both in the2ourt room and in the 
ward, At that time I saw no signs of injuries 
on their persons, and they complained of 
none, although, like the other patients, they 
permagy to be taken out of this horrid place. 

have seen the Kortners since their return 
from Kankakee and have seen no injuries on. 
their persons, though Miss Wanda complains 
that she still suffers from the blow received 
at the hospital,’’ 


Attendants to Be Discharged. 


Attendants Julia Shine ana Lizzie Scott. of 
the insane ward of the Detention Hospital, 
who stand charged with maltreating patients 
during 1893, have not been dismissed from 
the service as yet, but an order will be passed 
by the County Board of Commissioners Mon- 
day afternoon caliing upon Warden Monroe 
to discharge them at once. A recommenda- 
tion‘to this effect was passed by the Public 
Service committee of the board Friday, but 
it does not become effective until adopted by 
the board. It is possible the charge against 
the attendants will be brought formally to the 
notice of the State’s-Attorney for the purpose 
of placing the matter before the grand jury. 
Several of the County Commissioners’ spoke 
of it yesterday. Friends of the patients who 
were abused, particularly the Kortner sisters 
of Sixtieth and Halsted streets, are expected 
to push the investigation. Members of the 
Hospital committee which conducted the in- 
vestigation, as well as the remaining mem- 
bers of the board, feel they have discharged 
their full duty and that their part of the af- 
fair ends when the accused attendants are dis- 
charged, 

As to the guilt of Attendants Shine and Scott 
Chairman Allen and the members of the com: 
mittee said they are fully satisfiea. 

Miss Shine and Miss Seott are women be- 


tween 25 and 30 years old. Their appearance ° 


and manner are against the theory of their 
cruelty,

Shine. “There is not a’word of 
of these charges. Never since I have been 
here has a female patient been treated eruelly 
nor indecently. Never has any male attend. 
ant been admitted to wards, except on 
court day to assist in carrying a patient into 
court. Never has any one of our patients been 
hurt with straps. We would never use straps 
at all if we were provided with padded rooms 

as we should be. But, even so, we have never 
used the straps harshly.”’ 

The straps for the wrists weré shown. They 
were made of leather, lined with buckskin, 
and were at least three inches wide. They 
were fastened by means of a metallic hasp on 
the outside. The other strap was an ordinary

Miss Shine. St Jenied every charge sad, 
and denied that any one of them had a 
shadow of foundation. She said she could 
— attribute them to the delusions of the 
patients, every one of whom are under the 
delusion of conspiracies, persecution, and 
murder. * For instance,’ she said, “ Vina 
Solomon had a delusion that it was her duty 
to pluck out her own eyes; and the eye that 
she lost was plucked out of her head with her 
own fingers, No one could foresee that 
she would do this, and no one was 
to blame for it, I see that I am blamed 
for it, but was not on duty 
when it occurred. I was present when Dr. 
Walls and several other physicians extracted 
her eyeball, and I know that they. removed it 
all, for I saw it extracted, and I can produce 
it if need be. The statement that half of the 
eyeball was removed here and the other half 
at Kankakee is entirely without foundation 
and impossible. I can corroborate everything 
that Miss Shine has said. There has been no 
cruelty and no indecency in this hospital, and 
nothing that could afford any pretext or ex- 
cuse for such charges. Every single thing 
that has been said about unmerciful strapping, 
and about inffoducing men into the wards is a 
willful lie. The so-called investigation of the 
committee was a one-sided farce. I 
was sick a-bed, ‘and not called upon 
forastatement at all. Am I to have no 
chance to defend myself, nor even to plead 
‘ not guilty ’ before the co:nmittee? Why was 
neither Dr. McGrath nor Dr. Walls called to 
testify before this committee? Well, we are 
being shamefuily abused in the so-called in- 
vestigation. An honest investigation would 
show that we have been honest, efficient, and 
humane nurses, and performed our duty 
in a perfectly decent, humane, and skillful 
manner,” 


‘Blames the Commissioners. 


Dr. Frank X. Walls, until recently assistant 
physicia.s at the Detention Hospital, said last 
night he was ready to answer the charges 
against that institution with a general denial. 
At the same time, however, he was willing to 
be quoted as saying that the system in vogue 
there is not by any means what it should be. 
‘The responsibility,’ said Dr. Walls, 

d be placed where it belongs, on the 
shoulders of the Board of Covity Commis- 
sioners. The members of that body 
select the attendants, consequently 
the institution has in it a lot 
of persons entirely incompetent to 
handle or wait upon insane patients... Never- 
theless these charges of cruelty and inatten- 
tron, so far as I know, and I lived at the hos- 
pital last year, are not true, except probably 
in one or two instances where a Miss Dolan 
failed to perform her duty in the female 
wards, for which she was discharged. Com- 
plaints were made to us that she was rough 
with the patients, and in one instance she 
sent a number of patients down-stairs and 
left them alone.’ For this act the Superin- 
tendent discharged her. The board, however, 
reinstated her. I attended Vina Solomon 
myself and kno® she was well cared for. Dr. 
Waller Van Hook, an eminent surgeon, as- 
sisted me in the removal of her eye. We took 
every particle of the optic out and I have it 
preserved in alcohol, to be used, if necessary, 
as a refutation of the charge that portions of 
eae sae weve removed after she went to Kan- 

akee.,

Dr. Harper Lectures on the Repeopling of 
the Earth. 
The dispersion of nations as founded upon 


Harper last night at the Memorial Baptist 
Church, The syllabus of the lecture included 
the “confusion of tongues,” but the speaker 
did not find time to cover it. In 
beginning Dr. Harper’. referred his 
audience ,to the latter part of 
the fourth lecture, dealing with 
the fratricide and the beginning of Cainite 
civilization, stating that this stage of the nar- 
rative had ite logical connection with the re- 
peopling of the earth after the flood with the 
sons of Noah and their descendants. Con- 
tinuing Dr. Harper said: 

‘** One of the first difficulties we meet in the 
study of the earlier’ civilization is, 
‘ Where did Cain obtain his wife?’ If he had 
married his sister under the _ existing 


justifiable. The best interpretation, however, 
is that an earlier document containing a 
longer and more detailed account does not 
appear in the Hebrewtext. In Enoch, the 
son of Cain, we have an interesting study. 
The name Enoch appears both in the line of 
Cain and the line of Seth. But civilization 
begins. The occupation of cattle-tending is 
an advanceupon watching sheep. Cain starts 
out to build a city. One wonders that Cain, 
who, after his murder of Abel, was stigma- 
tized and doomed to be a vagabond and 
refugee, should have been allowed to build a 
city. The text, however, does not state that 
he is to be always a vagabond. It would seem 
that the building of a city would require more 
men than were'then available, This difficulty 
will be explained next week. 

i4°*At the outset of the narrative we have 
clearly drawn the distinctive characteristics of 
r the lines of Cain and Seth. Cain’s line is de- 
veloping in the direction of civilization, and 
to his descendants, according to this narrative, 
is the world indebted for its inventions and 
discoveries. In his tine, music, iron, bronze, 
building, commerce, everything to which we 
would attribute the growth of civilization find 
their first beginnings. 

‘*Seth’s line develops spiritually; it fur- 
nishes the equipment for religious life. There 
is no mention of musicin his line. Music 
was connected with all that was sensuous and 
sensual. Iron and other metals have no place 
in Seth’s line. They were the materials out 
of which were made implements of war. The 
sword song of Lamech, the oldest piece of 
poetry or literature in existence, is a song 
of triumph over the acquisition of a weapon 
with which man could defend himself, and its 
interpretation isa song of menace. There is 
no religion in this poetry. “As to the geneal- 
ogies in outside literature we find that among 
the Greeks, Romans, Hindoos, etc., they 
were constructed as legends and myths, while 

-among the. Arabians, Assyrians, and Hebrews 

simple tables were given. Then, again, in 
this earlier civilization we have polygamy. 
The Mosaic law did not prohibit polygamy. 
The policy of the prophets wus simply to 
modify its evil effects by the planting of good 
seed, which should later develop and over- 
throw this evil. Various theories are held con- 
cerning the three sons of Lamech. They are 
described as demi-gods, as representing 
castes, and too as representing craftsmen, 
artists, and warriors. The story does not, 
however, speak of three kinds of life, only 
two—the music-pastoral and the life of the 
smith, 

‘‘ Some tell us that these three representa- 
tions are personifications of nations, not indi- 
viduals; they are ethnic personificatigns. 
Here are people represented to be descendahts 
of Jabal, Jubal, and Tubal-Cain. Yet we 
find that the writer omitted — many na- 
tions. Isit possible that the deluge was not 
universal so far as man was concerned; that 
these omitted peopies were unknown to the 
writer, that’they were descendants of Cain 
who lived down through the deluge. 

‘This is the most difficult question with 
which we have met and _ iinvolves a 
flaw with relation to either the deluge or the 
theory of the unity of the human race. The ex- 
planation is not on the surface. 

‘** Coming now to Noah’s sons, we have the 
priestly and prophetic accounts maintaining 
the same characteristics as shown in previous 
accounts. In the enna f table the number 
of nations which cover the earth is 34, while 
in the prophetic account (omitting 
Nimrod) we have 36. Add _ these to- 
gether and you have 70—7xl0,_ the 
sacred numbers again. It is perfectly clear, 
however, that nations and not individuals are 
referred to in the ancient table. In the proph- 
et’s table the presence of “im,” the plural 
ending in the Hebrew language, is one indica- 
tion of the fact. But the great difficulty inci- 
dent to this genealogical table is the 
omission of the Mongolian, the Malayan, 
American, negro races,, the Indians, 
Chinese, Amalekites, the Rephaim, Emim, 
and Zuzim, some of whom were vertainly 
known to the prophet, The fact remains that 
the table is not exhaustive. Still the prophet 
keeps prominently before his mind the char- 
acteristics\of the two lines, the political and

TO BUILD THE ROAD. 


NORTH SIDE ELEOTRIO FRANOHISE 
NOT WANTED FOR SALE. 


J. W. Cassleman and Henry Wulff Say the 


Money Will Be Supplied by the Men 
Who Are Behind the Jefferson Street 
Railway Company — Mr. Louderback 
Gives His Side and Tells of Clashing 
Interests. 


J. W. Cassleman, one of the men interested 
in the North Side Electric Street Railway 
Company, the ordnance of which was pre- 
sented to the Council last Monday night, said 
yesterday if a franchise should be granted 
the line would be built by the people 
who are behind the Jefferson Street Railway 
company. The ordinancee was introduced 
by Ald. Hage, who. said it was 
handed to him by Henry Wulff, 
County Clerk. The introduction of the 
ordinance appears to have infused new life 
into the struggle between the Jefferson com- 
pany and the North.Chicago Electric com- 
pany. over rights of way in the northwestern 
part of the city. Wéthin the last week charges 
have emanated from the North Chicago Elec- 
tric people and their friends that the ordinance 
introduced by Ald. Hage was wanted simply 
for the purpose of selling it, also that the 
franchises of the Jefferson company had been 
offered by D. H. Louderback of the* North 
Chicago Electric’ railway — company, by 
Henry Wulff and J. W. Cassleman. 

The Jefferson company’s first ordinance, 
granted April 5, 1893, required tHe road 
should be completed in two years. A few 
days later the promoters secured an amended 
ordinance providing that five miles of the 
road shouldbe completed in two years and 
twenty years were allowed to finish the re- 
mainder. Henry Wulff, J. W. Cassleman, 
and a number of others became intérested. ” 

Agents were sent out to secure frontage 
consents to a right of way. They encoun- 
tered agents of Louderback’s compatiy en- 
gaged in the same work. The Jefferson peo- 
te say a row began immedialely. The good 
faith of each company was attacked. eet- 
ings of citizens were called by both in- 
terests and charges that ‘franchises were 
wanted to sell were freély made, The 
Jefferson company failed to begin 
construction work. This, the North Side 
electric people said, was because the Jéffer- 
son franchises were in the market. The Jef- 
ferson company’s friends said the delay was 
due to the fact that men who were to supply 
part of the money were unable to come to 
time because of the financial crisis. This oc- 
curred last summer. Some months later 
negotiations were opened between the Jeffer. 
som company and D. H. Louderback. The 
Jefferson company’s stockholders say a 

dicker was attempted at the invitation of 
Louderback, They believed he might secure 
the backing which became lacking, when the 
capitalists before referred to were forced to 
withdraw, 
_ D. H. Louderback’s story of the transaction 
is that Wulff and Cassleman offered to sell the 
franchises. Sete, 

‘**Mr. Wulff and Mr. Cassleman came 
to this office, and Mr. Wulff said they 
would not consider our proposition, but they 
would take $100,000 cash for the franchises 
and $40,000 to repurchase $150.000 worth 
of stock which they had distributed for right 
of way, and would give us three-fourths of 
any bonuses which might be collected, and 
they retain one-fourth and stand the expenses 
of collecting these bonuses.”’ 

These various statements were repeated to 
Henry Wulff yesterday. He said: 

‘** There is nothing in the statements, when 
the exaggerations are separated from the 
facts, that is not susceptible of explanation. 
It is true I am interested in company, but 
only to a limited extent. I became interested 
in it mainly for the reason that, as a resident 
of Jefferson, I desired to see the people of my 
town furnished with better transit facilities, 
The effurts to obtain a right of way began 
some months ago.‘ Men employed in that 
work encountered the agents of Mr. Louder. 
back’s company, which was after a right of 
way in the same territory and on some of the 
streets we desired to use. An ‘active opposi- 
tion immediately developed on their part, and 
the fight has lasted up to the present time. 
Negotiations were begun with tern capi- 
talists to furnish a portion of the money to 
build the line. negotiations would 
have been closed had not the financial panic 
of last summer occurred. That bro 
every project io a standstill. Mr. Louder- 
back heard that the Eastern associates in the 
enterprise would be unable to  car- 
ry out their part. Thereupon he 
sent for Mr. Cassleman and proposed that the 
company in which he was interested should 
take their place and undertake to build the 
Jefferson Street Electric railway. He did not 
make a,fair proposition and his offer was de- 
clined. Since then a new party of moneyed 
men have become interested in the Jefferson 
road, and they are prepared to build it. They 
will satisfy any requirement the Mayor 
may fix, and ey will give a 
bond to guarantee the honesty of their 
intentions. It has been well understood that 
the same interest will build the North Side

He Denies the Democratic Party Is Hostile 
: to Union Veterans. 

Wasutneton, D. U., March 3.—At the open- 
ing of the House session Mr. Everett (Dem., 
Mass.) created some amusement by correct- 
ing a sentence in the Cengressional Record, 
He objected, he said, to being nmiade to talk 
bad grammar. 

Mr. Haugen of Wisconsin asked unanimous 
consent for the consideration of -a bill author- 
izing the Duluth and Superior Bridge com- 
ny to construct ‘a bridge across the St. Louis 
iver between Wisconsin and Minnesota.

speech, he said, might almost be adopted as a 
declaration of principles by the House, While 
it was true that there was no praise of the 
Union soldjer that, would not find an echo on 
the Democratic side, the assault of Mr. Grout, 
speaking for the Repblican minority, could 
not be overlooked.

examination. There was an_ entire 
neglect of the great requisite of the law— 
that the condition of the applicant should 
be shown nofto have been the result of his 
own vicious habits. Mr. Black went on to 
cite“the case of a Northwestern regiment 
which went South for 100 daysand never saw 
smoke of battle nor heard a musket crack. 
Six hundred and fourteen men in that regi- 
ment were on the pension roll ynder the act 
of 1890, with two companies unaccounted 
for.

Denial of a Motion for Review in a South 
Dakota Land Case. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 3.—The Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office has denied the motion 
for a review of the General Land Office decision 
of Nov. 1, 1898, in the case of Lewis Grewing 
against James McLaughlin, involving land ‘in the 
Sisseton and Wapeton reservation, South Dakota. 
The former decision dismissed Grewing's contest 
and held the entry of McLanghiin intact. Grew- 
ing charged that McLaughlin, in collusion with 
others, acted fraudulently in engaging an agent 
to aid him in making his settlement before the 
time set for opening the-*reservation. Thus, it 
was charged, he gained a great advantage over 
others and nullified all his rights to the entry. 
it was found that the evidence did not sustain 
the accusations, and the Land Office has accord- 
ingly declined to set aside the former ruling. 
Grewihg has the right of appeal. 


Bryan’s Coin Parity Bill. 


Mr. Bryan of Nebraska has introduced in the 
House g bill to’ construe the law which gives the 
Secretary of the Treasury the right to redeem 
coin bdiigations in gold or silver at his discre 
tion,” it provides that all obligations incurred; 
by the government, whether they. bear intorest or 
not. which, according to their terms, call for pay- 
ment in coin, shall be payable in gold or silver 
coin, at the discretion of the’ Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Secretary is directed to maintain 
gold and silver coin on a parity with each other 
upon the present legal ratio or such ratio as may 
be provided by law. :

William E. Burr’s Creditors Troublesome 
Cincinnati Brewery Goes Under. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 3.—(S$pecial. }—This 
afternoon the Tyler Desk Company made) an 
assignment to George M. Block, trustee for 
creditors. The company estimates its assets 
as $15,000, consisting of bilis receivable, 
money on deposit, and pdlicies of insurancd/ 
on their stock, which was totally destroyed by 
fire the night of Feb. 22. This is the com- 
pany in which William E. Burr Jr., the de- 
faulting cashier of the St. Louis National 
Bank, was largely interested.

HILL IS NOT PLEASED. 


DAVID B, DOESN'T LIKE THE SENATE 
a TARIFF BILL. 


Such Protective Concessions as Have Been 


Made Do Not Come Up to the Senator’s 
Expectations=Some Democrats Hopeful 
That the Bill Will Be Reported the 
First of the Week=—Congressional Post- 
office Committee to Leave for Chicago 
March 17. 


Wasutnotos, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]—

Yesterday having been 
full of hostile rumors to the sugar trust, 
a friendly feeling, as was to be expected, was 
shown today and a discriminating duty was 
foreshadowed. The market responded and

There is nothing to indicate tonight that 
the billis much more satisfactory'to Hill, 
Brice, and other kickers than it was when 
sent back to the Finance committee by the 
caucus without instructions.

But Hill and Brice demanded the remodeling 
of the bill on protection lines, and that was 
absurd.

Casts Prudence to the Winds. 


If he meant to sanction a campaign against 
the Lords why does he no longer lead the 
forces who areto conduct it? If he is no 
longer able to lead them why does he sanc- 
tion their campaign? He lends the magic of 
his great name to a party which will use it for 
their own purposes, and he leaves the country 
bereft of that prudence born of long political 
experience and that circumspection which is 
the touchstone of political genius, both of 
which he had when he chose to'use them ina 
supreme degree. Neither attended him in the 
House Thursday. He based his indictment 
of the House of Lords on trivialities on two 
amendments to a parish councils bill, neither 
of which was vital to the principle of the bill, 
both of which he avowedly accepted because 
they were not vital. What else did he allege? 
The rejection of two bills which had cost the 
Commons one hundred days of labor. 

There is a tremendous case against them, 
but it is not brought forward, nor ought it to 
be brought forward except upon deliberation 
and with a considered purpose. The proposal 
is a proposal for a revolution, and revolutions 
aresfot to be entered upon with a light heart. 
But the Radicals are something mure thaa 
light-hearted. They start out upon the most 
serious political campaign of the century 
with a cheerful flippancy which would be out 
of place in the business of a parish council. 

Mr. Gladstone’s' speech was full of vigor 
and dignity. It had all that elevation of tone 
and of language which belongs preéminently 
to him. They are never more marked than 
when he has a weak case or chooses not to 
put the full strength of his case and never 
more useful. It will not rank among his 
great speeches, but it was certainly of those 
which have made the deepest impression at 
the moment. Mr. Balfour impaired the effect 
of it by pointing out that one of the two 
amendments for which the House of Lords 
was to be destroyed,was an amendment alter- 
ing the numerical parish limit from 200 to 
800. The other restored to the bill a provis- 
ion whichi the ministry had thernselves de- 
clared to be a principle of honor. Those are 
the grounds which Mr. Gladstone thought 
sufficient for a declaration of war against the 
existing constitution. 

Void in the Liberal Party. | 


It is not to be doubted that the great ma- 
jority of. the party look upon Mr. Gladstone's 
retirement from the leadership as a calarnity. 
They have, nevertheless, and I suppose neces- 
sarily, been engaged in discovering the best 
possible substitute for him as party leader 
and Prime Minister. Altogether four names 
are mentioned as those of possible Prime 
Ministers. Three of them are. peers. The 
four are Lerd Kimberly, Lord Spencer... Sir 
William Harcourt, and Lord Rosebery. Lord 
Spencer, it is said, would be preferred by the 
Irish Nationalists. Hé is a loyal man -with 
great distinction of character, now a capable 
First Lord of the Admiralty. Lord Kimberly 
is the present leader of the Liberals of the 
House of Lords. He has considerably in- 
creased his reputation this session. He is 
quick, versatile, ingenious, plausible, with a 
mastery of business and of affairs, less known 
and less popular outside than Lord Spencer, 
and deficient in authority. 

The real contest for the succession is sup- 
posed to lie between Lord. Rosebery and Sir 
William Harcourt; .And the prolongation of 
the crisis is attributed to Sir William’s un- 
willingness to serve under Lord Rosebery. I 
do not think either theory is quite certain, 
or 2 quite sufficient explanation of the present 
perplexities. But they are the two most prom- 
inent names. Sir William is the candidate 
of the new Radicalism. He announced his 
conversion to it a fortnight since at Ports- 
mouth. Some of the new Radicals would 
probably prefer Mr. Labouchere or Mr. Storey. 
Mr. Labouchere would prefer Mr. Labouchere, 
but he can hardly hope that the people of. En- 
gland are ready just yet to ingrust the desti- 
nies of the Empire to the editor of Truth. He 
is prepared therefore to accept Sir William as 
astop gap. Sir William is a Radical when 
Radicalism is in the ascendant, but it is im- 
possible to suppoge that he likes the company, 
he is compelled to keep. He has abilities for 
any post. Those whgqdo not wish to accept 
him as leader sometimes suggest that he is, 
deficient in solid, permanent, continuous 2on- 
victions, but while they last. no | convictions 
are more convinced than Sir William’s. 


Rosebery Is Gladstone’s Choice. 


Lord Rosebery is Mr. Gladstone’s choice, 
He is known to be a favorite with the Queen. 
The great majority of the Liberal party has 
declared for him with entbusiasm as Mr. 
Gladstone’s successor— enthusiasm, more 
marked because Mr. Gladstone had not then 
retired. It has not been thought necessary to 
postpone the discussion of his successor till 
he is himself out of the way. Perhaps under 
present conditions of publicity it could not 
be postponed... The Radical objections to 
Lord Rosebery are two: He is a peer, and 
he is not sufficiently squeezable. If he be- 
comes leader of the party he will lead it. If 
he becomes Prime Minister he will govern, 
and not ask Mr. Labouchere to govern for 
him. He is not the man to stand dictation or 
to obey the mandate of the caucus, and the 
essence of the new Radicalism is the doctrine 
of the mandate and the habitual practice of 
dictation. 

Lord Rosebery has taken his own line at 
the Foreign office, turning neither to the 
right for the humanitarians nor to the left for 
the little Englanders. He has gone straight 
on. The Irish Nationalists think him suffi- 
ciently fervent on the subject of home rule. 
He is at least as fervent as a majority of the 
people of Great Britain. He is, as he said in 
his last speech, a witness, but not an enfthu- 
siastic witness. The Labor party is content 
td have him, and something more than con- 
tent. The Revolutionary party lends him its 
voice in the mistaken expectation that he will 
prove anew Philippe Egalite or a new Citi- 
zen Stanhope. Heis known to be ardently 


in favor of mending the House of Lords.

Whether he is or will be for ending it is an- 
other matter, 

Events may presently take sucha turn and 
opinion express itself in such-a way in the 
country asto make even the Radicals and 
reds thankful that the party is still able to 
produce a moderate and rational leader.

Things so preoccupy the 
popular mind ard whet its curiosity that the 
immense individual fact of Gliadstone’s 
retirement, with all its pathos and 
vast significance in national history, 
is almost lost to view. For years people 
have thought that when this event came they 
would have to brace themselves not to be 
overwhelmed by tho tremendous weight of 
the blow, alike in its personal and political 
aspects. But now that it has come they find 
themselves too much puzzled by the circum- 
stances surrounding it and too much excited 
by savage portents of trouble among the of.- 
ficial mourners to really dwell upon the event 


itself, 
‘As History Will View It. 


I have been able to get together certain 
facts, which are vouched for as facts. and 
which put the situation in something like the 
shape that history will give it. They differ 
widely from popular notions current here, be- 
cause they come from ‘tources whichdo not 
cultivate publicity, and it would not suit the 
ends of those who know them to print them. 
I can say no more than that I partly know 
and wholly believe them to be true, 

First, Gladstone did not really wish to re- 
sign, and up to-Thursday he hoped, as all his 
family hoped, there would be such a eponta- 
neous and united demonstration of Liberal 
members urging him to remain as would 
make it possibie for him to reconsider his 
wavering project of retirement and stay. To 
his surprise and chagrin no such powerful 
appeal came. Thursday he spoke the final 
and decisive words. 

This failure of the Liberals to command the 
situation he left so long open to them was due 
largely to the awe with which his long and un- 
disturbed dictatorship, aloof, omniscient, and 

fintolerant of interference as Cesar himself, 
“inspired them. It really never occurred to 
them that he was waiting for them t implore 
him to change his mind, Moreover, taere

their new leader. Unhappily they still have 
not grasped what he meant them to see at 
once. To the very end he was too subtle for 
his crowd. 

The story of the resignation itself, like the 
chronicle of any of Gladstone’s mental pro- 
gressions, is difficult to tell without a mass of 
analytical detail, much or most of which 
would have to be guessed at. Stated’as 
brifly as possible, he became convinced some 
months ago that he was becoming blind. 
Now, one episode in his career of which he 
reminds himself oftenest is his own stern 
exclusion of Henry Fawcett from _ the 
Cabinet on ‘the ground that he, being 
blind, must be read to by his secretary, 
who would thus share all the Cabinet’s se- 
crets. This objection was rather ridiculously 
formal, for it was known that some of his other 
Ministers, as for example Hartington with 
his secretary, Reginald Brett, never dreamed 
of observing the letter of the Cabinet’s secrecy 
regulations, but it is precisely the kind of 
objection that would appeal to Gladstone’s 
mind. The personal alienation ‘which its 
enforcement produced between him and Faw- 
cett is a thing of which he thinks much in his 
old age. Accordingly, when a similar afflic- 
tion suddenly seemed to threaten him, he 
said he would not remain in the Cabinet if it 
came to the point that he could not read Cab- 
inet papers himself. As it became evident 
that this stage was rapidly approaching he 
went further. He'said he would retire at the 
end of the present session. The fact that he 
had said this was instantly conveyed to the 
Pall Mall Gazette and published in that famous 
big-type paragraph. So much for Gladstone's 
own part in the matter; now for the part 
played by other people. 

Could Not Have His Way. 


From the outset the present Cabinet has 


stone’s views and feelings than any of his 
other three. There has been a number of 
things on which, though there was no open 
friction, he’somehow did not get his own way. 
He hated this big increased naval ex pedi- 
tion, but it went through almost unanimous- 
ly. He has disliked bitterly much that has 
been done in Central and South Africa, but 
the Cabinet has gone ahead: just the 
same. The fact that he is a very old man and 
that the policy and work of the empire were 
being shaped and carried on by men young 
enough to be his grandsons, and that the spirit 
of the age he outlived demanded that this 
should be done, became borne in upon him 
every time Cabinet met. It was hard to

adverse to him in ndme, but if it must be 
labeled undoubtedly Rosebery came nearest 
to defining it. 

Rosebery is young and very rich, with the 
highest social position, and also with intimate 
relations with the world of finance. He is 
viewed on one side quite as one of the family 
by the Rothschilds; at the other end of the 
scale he is regarded with affectionate liking 
by the Queen. He believes alike in the Ger- 
man alliance and in government by haute 
finance, There is no need to dwell here on 
his great personal ‘qualities, his remarkable 
oratorical gifts, his notable sense of humor, 
and his undoubtedly excellent record asa 
constructive Radical in many other matters 
besides the organization of the present pro- 
gressive London County Council. 

Let us stick for ~ moment to his strong 
footing at Windsor .and in the city. These 
two things are especially distasteful to Glad- 
stone. He always thought and spoke of him- 
self in a touching, knightly spirit of humility 
as the oldest, most lpyal servant of the Queen, 
It is true that this feeling has not of iate years 
been reciprocated with any embarrass- * 
ing effusion, but still it was not agree- 
able to find in his own Cabinet, among his 
own subordinates, a young nobleman whom 
his sovereign delighted in ostentatiously show- 
ing that she did like and did repose cunfidence 
te with a somewhat painfully, clear im plica- 

100. 
Honored in Spite of Gladstone. 

Rosebery was thus honored in spite of 
rather than because of his connection with 
Gladstone. Thus in spirit, if not in fact, the 
control of the foreign relations had drifted 
away from Downing. street back into the 
royal hands at Windsor. 

In the ensuing discussion it is apparent that 
the part played by or assigned by rumor to 
the Queen and the court crowd will be warm- 
ly debated. These courtly influences have 
always been hostile to both Gladstone and 
Harcourt. Their admiration for Rosebery, on 
the other hand, has*been obvious. It has long 
been an open report that Rosebery desired 
to marry the widowed Duchess of Albany, and 
the possibility of his receiving the Queen’s 
assent is being publiciy canvassed as part of 
the situation. There are all sorts of rumors 
tonight, based on-the fact that Rosebery did 
not go to Windsor today after all. 

Sir Henry Ponsonby, the Queen’s private 
secretary, was closeted with him here for an 
hour and a half, however, and there is no * 
doubt that he will go Monday to confer with 
the Queen. Thete is talk of his asking the 
whole Liberal pagty to meet him at the For- 
eign Office Monday, March 12. 

Still more obviously those thousand and one 
points where the expansion of the British Em- 
pire comes in contact with diplomacy were 
receiving their color from the great financial 
world-center, the City of London. instead of 
from the academic traditions of Liberalism. 

Gladstone found:in these things alternately 
provocations to resign and incentives to re- 
main. When he first said he would resign for 
the reasons traced above, it is believed that he 
was under the impression that Harcourt would 
be accepted as his natural successor. 
Then came the deafening, admirably 
organized clamor for Rosebery, and 
if he could Gladstone would have 
drawn back. The party not coming forward 
and building a golden bridge for him to make 
a graceful retreat. and his nearest lieutenants 
falling vehemently to casting lots for the par- 
tition of his manfle instead of tearfully beg- 
ging him to remain, there was nothing for him 
to do but go on and complete hara-kiri. 

No One Asked Him to Remain. 

Except for his eyesight, and even that does 
not prevent him from writing long letters 
daily with his own hand, he is physically as 
fit for the Premiership as he wag five years 
before. He has ‘gone out because those 
officially close about him did not dissemble 
their willingness that he should go, and the 
party at large did. not understand that he 
wanted to be: dissuaded from going, Itis a 
pathetically stupid curtain to:'so magnificent 
a life drama. , 

To go now from historical facts: to present 
speculation, it is by no means certain yet that 
Rosebery will form a ministry and meet Par- 
liament in the new session as Premier. So 
far as the English Liberal press gues, it is 
openly and trueulentiy on his side. 
Today’s Speaker, which is the official Liberal 
weekly, goes to the slavish length of declaring 
in go many words that ‘‘ When the Prime Min- 
ister retires the choice of his successor rests 
in the hands, not of his party, but of the Sov- 
ereign.”’ 

Of course, technically, this is one of the 
fictions which the English keep up, but it is 
nothing more. That a Liberal journal should 
preach it as a dogma may well make 
Radicals stare. The Daily News, which is 
owned by the Postmaster-General, hints the 
same thing in more roundabout language. 
The Daily Chronicle attacks Labouchere and 
other anti-Rosebery members violently, as 
if they were Cecil Rhodes & Co. The provin- 
cial press with remarkable unanimity hurls 
cap in air for Rosebery. The Cabinet 
is said to be almost a unit for. him; certainly 
the party organization is. But there are a 
number of old Radicals who do not need help 
from party headquarters to carty their seats, 
and who decline to have the collar of this 
fascinating and popular young Earl buckled 
round their necks in this off-hand fashion. 
Upon the number of these and their probable 
tenacity everything ‘depends. 

May Decline to Form a Ministry. 

If Rosebery thinks they are strong enough 
to endanger his ministry—and thirty absten- 
tions will do this—he wiil decline to form a 
ministry, and Harcourt will be called in. In 
this case the trouble will be with the Cabinet 
rather than the rank and file of the party, be- 
cause Harcourt’s peremptory ways and 
brusque language raise prejudices against 
working with him, and wouid impel a number 
of the rebellious against the notion of serving 
dnderhim. , 

The choice is practically confined to these 
two, because objections to Rosebery would 
apply with still more force to any other! peer, 
and the passing over of Harcourt for another 
commoner would be impossible. It is worth 
noting that nobédy says a word about John 
Morley, who eight years ago was regarded as 
Gladstone’s obvious successor. He is com- 
pletely out of the Premiership race. The 
Liberal party had enough of literary leader- 
ship to last it for a generation. What it 
wants now above all things is a man of action. 

Assuming that Rosebery does accept the 
risk to form a‘ ministry it is understood that 
there will be few chagges in the Cabinet. It 
is generally believed that Kimberley will take 
the Foreign Office, resigning the Lord 
Presidency of the Council to Spencer 
and the India office to Morley. This will 
leave the Admiralty free, which may go to 
Trevelyan, he being succeeded as Secretary of 
Scotland by Marjoribanks, now the chief 
whip. For this latter vacancy, and also for 
the Irish Secretaryship, Herbert Gladstone 
is a warm favorite. Irishmen hope he will 
come to them and introduce into Dublin 
Castle that official ax which Morley has been 
too chary of using. On the other hand, Liberal 
members are anxious that their heretofore ex. 
cellent whipping shall not fall off now, and 
Herbert is the best man they can think of to 
prevent this. 

How Long Can Rosebery Last? 

These, however, are minor considerations. 
The great question is, how long a Rose bery 
Ministry can last. Labouchere saysa week, 
but then he is not an unprejudiced observer, 
Perhaps with the Parnellites, who are said to 
be much excited by the chance this upheaval of 
fers them he might be able to get enough 
English malconteuts together to wreck the 
ministry offhand. But it is hardly likely that 
the crisis wili really come over the choice of 
legislation before summer, ,

It is understood 
that Edward Marjoribanks, the chief Liberal 
whip, to whom a Radical deputation headed 
by Henry Labouchere prétested against the 
succession of Lord Rosebery to the Premier- 
ship, has replied to the protestants, address. 
ing his reply to Mr. Labouchere. Mr, 
Marjoribanks submitted the protest to the 
Ministers, and his reply-is said to have been

couched in conciliatory language, his evident 
purpose being to prevent, if possible, the 
threatened defection of the Radicals. . | 
At the time the deputation waited upoh Mr,

PRESIDENTS INTERCEDE IN THE WAR. 


Appeal to Southern Pacific to Patch Up Its 
Fight with the Santa Fe. 

A joint telegram signed by the Presidents 
of all the Western: roads -was sent to the 
managers of the Southern Pacific, imploring 
them td compromise the trouble with the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé regarding Pa- 
ci‘ic coast passenger rates so as to avert the 
threatened demoralization in passenger rates 
between Chicago and the Missouri River and 
points beyond. A collapse in those rates, it 
was stated, would catise great loss of revenues 
to ull Western roads and might proves disas- 
trous to many of them. The opinion pre- 
vails that the Southern Pacific will heed the 
advice of the Western’ Presidents and make 
such concessions to the Santa Fé.as will 
end the present war in a few days. A dispatch 
received from San Francisco last’ evening 
states that the officials of the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fé are now in session to effect a 
com promise. 

** Negotiations are pending for calling the 
war off,” said General Passenger Agent Good- 
man of the Southern Pacific. ‘ Directors of 
the.two companies are in consultation with a 
view toa settlement. We have not sought 
the rate war and do not wantit.’”’ Vice-Presi- 
dent Stubbs said that Col. Crocker and he had 
telegraphed Vice-President Robinson of the 
Santa Fé regarding the proposition to stop the 
war, but had not yet received any reply. 

The reason that the Santa-Fé officials are 
back wardijn making answer to the dispatch of 
the Southern Pacific officials, it is understood, 
is due to a desire on their part to get a ruling 
from Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger Association in the matter of 
their demand that the association 
lines should cease to interchange 
business with the Southern Pacific at the cut 
rates. The Santa Fé people say they want 
such a ruling in order to find out whether the 
Western Passenger Association agreement 
protects the roads parties to it. If itdoes not 


j there is no reason why they should any longer 


remain a party to that agreement: If they 
are satisfied that the association will not pro- 
tect their company they will draw out of it 
and then enter into negotiotions with the 
Southern Pacific people for the settlement of 
their own troubles -in California. “In that 
event,”’ said an official of the company yes- 
terday, ** we may enter into an alliance with 
the Southern Pacific for the protection of 
transcontinental rates regardless of the de- 
sires of the Western Passenger Association.”

SAFETY IN THREATS, 


TRUSTS NOT TO BE TOUOHED BY THE 
TARIFF TINKERS. 


If “Denied Their Rights,” These Magnates 
Will Cause a Rattling of Dry Bones 
Among the Statesmen Who Managed 
the Last National Campaign for the 
Democratic Party=Nothing to Be Done 
Obnoxious to Them#Missouri Pacific 
Has a Surprise in Store for the Public. 


New York, March 8.+-[Special.]—Some 
effort has been.made this week to relieve the 
monotonous dullness of the Stock Exchange, 
but it has done little. Brokerage offices 
are stillempty.. The dear public is showing 
precious little disposition to come into a mar- 
ket which for its chief feature has to boast 
of low prices—made low because the investors 
of the country are suspicious and are holding 
aloof, 

There is still acute nervousness over what 
is likely to be done at Washington with the 
tariff. Wallstreet professes to be intensely 
interested in that part of the political scheme, 
though, as a matter of fact, it has become ri- 
diculous to base values present or prospective 
on any such thing. Itis fixed beyond doubt 
that there will be nothing done by the Demo- 
cratic politician. which is obnoxious to the 
managers of the bigger trust. Some hullabaloo 
may be raised over the matter, but when all 
is said and.done it will be found that every 
one of the wicked combines has had an in- 
fluential friend at court and that there has 
been nothing done which the controllers of 
those particular trusts were averse to. In this 
list are the sugar trust and the combinations 
which control lead, whisky, and half a dozen 
other conspicuous products. This is the way 
one of the magnates of one of these monopo- 
lies put it a day or two ago: D 

‘If we are denied our right there will be a 
rattling of dry bones among the statesmen 
who managed the last national campaign for 
the Democratic party. We |were promised 
certain specific things and we are going to 
have that agreement carried out or know the 
redson why.”* 

A Congressional inquiry into the way in 
which the whisky trust may have spent its 
spare funds about October, 1892. might de- 
velop a number of interesting incidents. 

Wheat stays down. Some spurts have come 
into the market, but little has been accom- 
plished towar] lifting the quotation upward. 
The big syndicate which the gossips of the 
street were so sure of a week ago, through 
whom the price of May wheat was about to 
be put at something like a dollar a bushel, 
has for some reason or other insisted’on stay- 
ing in the background. The people who then 
vouched for the correctness of the report that 
such.a combination had -been made are stil] 
outspoken in their belief that they are telling 
the truth, but the street is perhaps to be par- 
doned for its cynicism. 

If by any combination there were to bea 
substantial rally in grain it would come as a 
big help to the whole speculative situation. 
It would have tonic effects far beyond the 
market for wheat. The stock market would 
feel it right away. As a matter of fact not a 
thing could occur which could compare with 
that of a rise in grain to brace up the whole 
financial and commercial situation. 

Better Railroad Earnings. 

Railroad earnings reported this week are 
better than had generally been expected. On 
all sides are evidences of the most stringent 
economies in the operation of the big proper- 
ties of the country. While gross earnings 
fall off tremendously, and the figures showing 
such falling off cannot be disguised, there is a 
far different story to tell as to net earnings.

I may add that a melancholy conviction also 
reigns that when it does come the Liberal 
party will be whipped out of its boots. 

All this may change. Much stranger things 
have happened in the last ten years than that 
the Liberals should find: themselves reor- 
ganized two months hence, doing well, and all 
cockahoop with confidence. Rosebery isan 
able man;,an alert and showy man, astute, 
witty, and brave. He may be able to pull 
the straggling and ill-disciplined party 
together, infuse it with new fire, and do 
wonders with it. Perhaps that is almost as 
likely as his failure to do so, but just now the 
gloomy side of the medal is full in view. 
No excuse need be offered for dwellimz on 
British politics to the exclusion of other 
matters. So far as London is concerned 
there are no other matters. Abbricvated 
telegrams from the continent preserve for En- 
glishmen the consciousness that there are in- 
habited countries on the other side of the 
channel; but that is all. No one can be both- 
ered to read about them just now.

WANTS A NEW SURVEY FOR THE LAKES, 


Commander Brice Says New Charts anda 
Marine School Are Necessary. : 
Commander J. J. Brice, late Inspector of 
the Ninth Lighthouse District, strongly advo; 
cates a new survey of the lakes and the mak; 
ing of new charts. In a letter to Collector 
John M. Clark he says these are absolutely 
necessary for the safe navigation of the lakes. 
The surveying vessels would find plenty of oc- 
cupation in Lake Michigan alone for some 
years to come, he says, and the coast survey is 
well equipped with vessels and appliances for 
the work and a corpsof skilled officers is avail- 
able for the purpose. Capt. Brice also favors 
the establishment of marine schools on the 
lakes. The disasters in the lake region appear 
to him to be out of all proportion to the ac- 
tion of the elements. One leading cause he 
finds in the compass, which he says is an un- 
certain instrument, and is an element of 
safety only in the hands of a master or navi- 
gator who understands its errors and how to 
find and apply them.

When finally there is a combina- 
tion of circumstances and conditions to lift 
prices in anything like an old-fashiened boom 
way these investors will be seen at the front 
envied for their profitable foresight. Any- 
body who buys stocks now with aught itike 
fair discretion cannot fail to make a great 
deal of money. It would be hard to makea 
mistake—provided there is something else 
than a slim margin at stake. But trifimg 
margins are dangerous always. The. winner 
in this market has got to be a patient person.

MR, GLADSTONE’S RETIREMENT. 
Mr. Gladstone has resigned the British Pre- 


miership, che leadership of “his party, and his 


seat in the Cabinet. He will retain his seat 
in the House of Commons a few months 
longer, probably until a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment, which cannot be delayed beyond. the 
present year. That the Grand Old Man gives 
up his post reluctantly is undoubted. His 
party never so much needed his leadership, 
and his retirement. threatens it with speedy 
overthrow. Great and momentous problems 
confront it, and it requires able and wise, 
temperate but firm direction. The questions 
of home rule for Ireland, disestablishment 
throughout Great Britain, reform of ‘the 
electoral system, and adjustment of the dif- 
ferences between labor and capital are ripe 
for solution. On all these questions, except 
disestablishment, which he shrank from, Mr. 
Gladstone has already propounded a policy 
which must be followed sodner or 
later by his party. He has in addition 
bequeathed to the English Liberals the 
duty of ending or mending the House of 
Lords. His speech Wednesday evening out- 
lined a policy on that question which must not 
be shirked, and he doubtless intended that it 
should not. He cut out the work for his 
party in the future. Had time and health pes- 
mitted he would have sought, to’accomplish 
all the reforms himself. As hé found that he 
could not carry them out he laid down the 
lines on which they have to be accomplished. 

He retires now full of years and honors, with 
the reputaticn of having accomplished more 
for the common people of Great Britain and 


| Ireland than any British statesman of any 


time or age. Entering Parliament sixty-one 
years ago as the nominee of a Tory Duke for 
a pocket borough he has advanced politically 
every year sincé that time, He has always 
been progressive. Hailed in his younger days 
as the rising hope of the stern and unbending 
Tories he quitted their service for that of the 
people when the form of the corn 
laws was proposed. e became the asso- 
ciate of Cobden: in that great agitation 
and soon outstripped Cobden and his more 
radical colleague, John Bright. He took a 
firm attitude in behalf of university reform, 
and was an eloquent advocate in favor of the 
removal of the Jewish disabilities in 1847 
and 1848. Serving in the various Whig 
ministries between 1848 and 1860 he devoted 
himself to questions of finance, in whtch he 
became the acknowledged master. He: sur- 
passed Bright and Beale in the energy with 
which he urged the second reform bjil. He 
championed the bAllot act. He disestablished 
the church of the Irish minority. He co- 
operated with the late Mr. Forster in estab- 
lishing the English public school system, and 
later with Mr, Aclandin making that system 
free and popular. The Irish tefiants owe him 
the greatest debt of gratitude. He gave them 
security of tenure at a fair rent and a pro- 
prietary interest in their farms. His crown- 
ing’ giory, as he himself thought, was the 
passage of the Irish home rule bill 
through the British Commons after sixty 
years’ agitation in Ireland and 
in Great Britain. To say that he 
has been the greatest reformer of the age 
would be to express it inadequately. He has 
probably been the greatest reformer of the 
English speaking race. 

But he has been more than a reformer in 
Great Britain. His sympathies went out to 
the Greeks and the Armenians in _ their 
struggles against’ the unspeakable Turk. He 
espoused the cause of the Bulgarians and was 
the friend and wise counselor of the statesmen 
who established United Italy. His early as- 
sociations and education misled him as to the 
nature of the struggle against slavery in this 
qeuntry, but he has frequently expressed 
regret for his mistakes, and during recent 
years the Republic has had no more sym- 
pathetic and admiring friend than the Grand 
Old Man who now retires from public life in 
the 85th year of his age and in the 62d of his 
public usefulness. 

Who shall take his place? Nobody now in 
public life can fill it, and there will be the 
usugl squabble over the succession. This is 
inevitable. When Pitt died there had to be 
many experiments before the Tories found a 
leader. There were contentions and jealousies 
as to the successorship to Peel. Mr. Gladstone 
himself did not spring into acknowledged 
leadership without a struggle. The Goschens, 
Lowes, and Hartingtons had their aspirations. 
The Liberal party contains many seéond- 
rate men—second rate as compared with Mr. 
Gladstone. It has only two or three who can 
cope with Balfour or with Salisbury. Time 
,will demonstrate their capavity. The party 
situation is critical enough to severely test it. 
At the same time itisa situation filled with 
great opportunities for the man who can take 
occasion by the hand to make the bounds of 
British freedom wider even than Mr. Glad. 
stone has made them. 
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HIS WOUNDED SOUTHERN HONOR. 

The House of Representatives was the scene 
Friday of one of those exhibitions of South- 
ern arrogance and plantation manners which 
have been rare since the war and the return 
to the legisiative halls of the erring brothers. 

Mr..Meredith of Virginia, who represents 
the district immediately adjoinmg Washing. 
ton, was talking about the pension rolls and 
eharging that they were stuffed with the 
names of men who were not entitled to as- 
sistance. Inthe course of his remarks he 
said: 

If Il can judge from the fact that a. man seems 
healthy and strong, and yet gets a-pension by 
reason of a disability, when I see him day by day, 
and week by week, and year by year, in my plain, 
homespun, country way of speaking, I say that I 
believe that the man lied when he went before 
the officials and swore that he had been crippled 


| in the army. 


Thereupon Mr. Funk, from the Blooming: 
ton district of this State, remarked,'*‘ 1 want 
to say that ifthe gentleman is honest and is 
stating what he believes to be true, if he does 
not make that case known to the proper au- 
sthorities he is not a good cgitizen.” If that 
language was unparliamentary Mr. Meredith 
had his remedy. But his wounded honor 
would not permit him to appeal to the rules if 
‘they applied to the case. Instead of calling 
the attention of the Speaker to the words used 
he replied, *‘ If the gentleman undertakes to 
insinuate that.lam dishonest, if the gentie- 
man undertakes to——’’ Here Mr. Meredith's 
indignation choked him. and he hurried over 
to where Mr. Funk was standing, clinched his 
fist, and shook it under his nose.. The latter, 
who had started to say that he had not meunt 
to make any improper insinuations, was not 
frightened by Mr. Meredith's bulldozing con- 
duct, and cried out that he stood by what he 
had said. The Virginian continued to gestic 
ulate threatenmgly, but the members: gath- 
ered around him and kept him from making 
more of a fool of himself. 

If Mr. Meredith had stated that the moon 
was made of green cheese, and Mr. Funk had 
replied * if the gentleman believes that the 
moon is made of green cheese,”’ then the 
gentleman from Virginia would have flared 


up, for the veracity of the Southera * gentle- 
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man "’ never must be questioned under any 
circumstances, directly or indirectly. He is 
Sir Oracle, and what he says ust not be con- 


-tradicted. He claims the right to dispute the 
| truthfulness of what Northern “ men *? may 
| pay, but they must not question what he says, 


The trouble with Mr. Meredith is that he was 


born too late and did not attend that valuable 


school where so many other Southern men 
got useful lessons in manners. Those who 


| served ‘during the war were forced to abandon 


their previous ideas of their physical, mental, 
and social superiority to men from the North. 
They were pommeled till they became civil. 
Mr. Meredith, born at the close of 1848, was 
less than 13 years old when Sumter was 
fired on. He was too young to do much if 
any service and he missed therefore the ex- 
perience of most of his colleagues. Had he 
enjoyed it he would have better manners. 
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WHAT Is 2 STRIKE? 
Judge Jenkins of the United States Circuit 
Court issued a celebrated injunction which 


reads in part as follows: 

And from combining and conspiring to quit, 
with or without notice, the service of said receiv- 
ers with the object anf intent of crippling the 
property in their custody, or embarrassing the 
operation of said railroad; and from combining 
or conspiring together with others, either jointly 
or severally, or as committees, or as officers of 
any so-called labor organization, with the design 
or purpose of causing a strike upon the lines of 
railroad operated by said receivers; and from or- 
dering, recommending, approving, or advising 
others to quit the service of the receivers of the 
Northern Pacifie railroad company Jan. 1, 1894, 
or at any other time; and from ordering, recom- 
mending, advising, or approving by communica- 
tion or otherwise, the employés of said receivers, 
or any of them, or the Northern Pacific railroad 
company to join in a strike on said Jan. 1, 1804, 
or at any other time; and from ordering, recom- 
mending, or advising any committee or commit- 
tees, or class or classes of employés of said re- 
ceivers to strike or join in a strike Jan. 1, 1804, 
or at any other time. 

Counsel representing the heads of the differ- 
ent organizations of railway employés ask 
him to modify this part of the injunction and 
argued théir case at length last week. It 
took buta few minutes to show that there 
wasasharp difference of opinion between 
counsel and Judge as to the meaning of the 
little word *“‘strike.”” The definition as given 
in the Century Dictionary is as follows: 

To press a claim by coercive or threatening ac- 
tion of some kind; in common usage, to quit 
work along with others in order to compel an 
employer to accede to some demand, as for in- 
crease of pay, or to protest against something, as 
areduction of wages. 

The definition agreed on by the chiefs of 
the railway organizations is as follows: 

A strike is a concerted cessation of or refusal to 
work until or unless certain conditions which ob- 
tain or are incident to the terms of employment 
are changed. The employé declines to longer 
work, knowing full well that the employer! may 
immediately employ another to fill his place, 
also knowing that he may or may not be 'reém- 
ployed or returned to service. The employer has 
the option of acceding to the demand and return- 
ing the old employés to service, or employing 
new men or offering conditions under which the 


4 old men are glad to return to service under the 


old conditions. 
It will be seen that this definition does not 


recognize any ‘“‘coercive or threatening” 
qualities in a strike. One of the counsel for 
the reilroad men stated that a strike was 
simply “‘ cessation of work by a concerted 
action for the purpose of securing an ad- 
vantage to the party ceasing work.’’ He 
stated further that a strike did not imply that 
violence would be used, that a strike did not 
mean a boycott, and it did not mean intimi- 
dation. 

From the questions asked by Judge Jenkins 
it was clear that his understanding of .a strike 
coincides with the first definition in the 
Century Dictionary. He observed that a strike 
which did not involve intimidation would not 
accord with the popular idea and would bea 
rather harmless kind of a strike, When one 
of the counsel said that a strike was merely a 
quitting the Judge challenged ‘the correctness 
of his statement, saying that it was ‘‘a stop- 
ping of work to enforce certain demands. It 
is the same as a lockout when used as a 
weapon to enforce certain demands.”’ 

It is the opinion of the Judge that a strike 
involves the idea of coercion, and that there- 
fore the men can be enjoined from striking 
or ordering a strike. The counsel for the 
rdiiroad men claim that force or coercion is 
not essential toa strike. The Supreme Court 
will have to decide. As a matter of fact a 
strike without coercion is as mild as punch 
with the whisky left out, except in those cases 
where the strikers have absolutely cornered 
the labor market, and the employer must ac- 
cept their terms or shut up. In the last labor 
dispute in this city at the Stock Exchange 
Building coercion alone won the day for the 
union. Whether essential to the definition of 
a strike or not force generally enters intg it 
when the employer tries to hire new men. 

The remarks of Judge Jenkins indicate that 
he is not likely to modify the terms of his in- 
junction. He explained, however, clearly 


»what he meantby enjoining the men from 


‘quitting ’’ the road, language which has 
caused him to be sharply criticised by the 
labor leaders. He asked if thé men could 
lawfully combine and conspire to quit with- 
out having an honest purpoge or intention of 
doing so. Counsel did not find it easy to. re- 
‘ply to this. Then the Judge went on to say: 
“If the employés want to quit and go to 
Texas they have a perfect right to do so, 
either singly, in groups, or in a body.” That 
would be an honest ** quitting.” W hat he en- 
joined was the ostensible ‘‘ quitting,’ not se- 
riously meant, but simply for the purpose of 
crippling the Snorhtion of theroad. And why 
should such pretended “ quitting’ be toler- 
ated by a court when the property ‘to be in- 
jured is in its charge? 


DETENTION HOSPITAL ATROCITIES, 

A committee of the Board of Commission- 
ers for Cook County has declared that ** affaira 
at the Detention Hospital were conducted in 
an inhuman and shamefully disgraceful man- 
ner during a partif not all of 1893." And 
the report substantiates the charge. It states 
facts which are so-horrible that one would 
think the conduct described was that of crimi- 
nals of the deepest dye, instead of persons 
paid to help the suffering. “ Patients have 
been strapped down and beaten, and their 
wounds neglected so as to result in blood 
poisoning and death.’’ QOthershave been sent 
on to the institution at .Kankakée with the 
marks of narrow straps upon their bodies, 
showing that they had been strapped down 
tightly for long period’, and yet the physi- 
cians at Kankakee found no oceasion for re. 
straint of those patients after their arrival 


there, 


Dr. Howe, assistant physician at the Kan. 
kakee Hospital for the Insane, testified as fol. 
lows: “TI fail to find a single patient coming 
from the Detentiou Hospital who has jany 
kindly reme:nbrance of the. place, while they 
unanimously condemn itus a crucl and in- 
human institution,’’ and the committee cer. 
tifies that its members have no doubt as to 
the absolute correctness of the statement. 
No one else need doubt, after having read the 
accounts of the enormous cruelties systematic. 
ally practiced by some of the attendants. 
these including the most gross outrages of 
common decency as well as uncalled-for 
injury to the person. There is too much 
reason to believe that not only intense bo.lily 
suffering but death resuited from these bar- 
barities which disgrace the name of civiliza- 
tion. 

The vile atrocities testified to are said to 
have been committed under a former man- 
agement' which, conveniently for itself, kept 


no records that can be referred to for proo 
collateral to that furnished by yet living wit- 
nesses. Of course the persons charged, and 
those associated with them, have no recollec- 
tion of the facts alleged. One had charge of 
another ward, and “did not remember a sin- 
gle case of inhuman treatment,’ and a sec- 
ond “had never known of an instance where 
an inmate had been abused.”’ A third made 
the ungracious admission that ‘‘ most patients 
arrived at the hospital in a bad shape and did 
not receive their injuries at that place,” 
but had nothing to say about those 
who did receive injuries there. The 
terrible character of those cruelties 
which attendant physicians and keepers pro- 
fessed to know nothing of may be inferred 
from the statement that *‘ the wrists of neariy 
every woman were marked and cut as if iron 
or heavy unlined leather bands had been used 
on them instead of soft strapg,” that the at- 
tempt to take an eye from a patient “ was 
about as gross a piece of surgical neglect”’ as 
theé(medical) witness ever came across, and 
that the blood poisoning resulting from this 
neglect was the direct cause of death to the 
patient; that an unfortunate woman had been 
beaten and kicked both before starting and 
while on the train that carried her to the in- 
stitution, and that men hai stripped a woman 
of all her clothing, literally tearing it off, be- 
fore placing her in bed. 

The committee recommends that the War- 
den be directed immediately to discharge all 
attendants shown to have participated in the 
shameful conduct alluded to, that full records 


. of condition and treatment shall be required 


to be kept, and that rules for the government . 


of the hospixal shall be printed and placed 
where they can be read by patients as weil as 
attendants. This is well for the future, but 
if a tithe of the allegations be true those who 
have been guilty of the crimes of cruelty and 
even murder ought not to be allowed to es- 
cape thus easily. They should be appro- 
priately punished, not only to give them their 
deserts, but as a warning to any others who 
may be tempted tv thus outstep the bounds of 
duty and outrage the feelings of a common 
humanity by the commission of deeds that 
might make angels weep. , 


PULMONARY CONSUMPTION. 

In the Forum for February Dr. Hermann 
M. Biggs states facts in regard to consump- 
tion which are of great interest, us they lead 
wp to the conclusion that the dread disease 
may be robbed of much of the terror that at- 
tends it, on the lines of prevention rather than 
of cure. In 1882 Dr, Robert Koch clearly 
showed the causal relation to it of a living 
germ called the tubercle bacillus. This is 
confirmed by subsequent experimenters in 
every country 1n thé civilized world. It fol- 
lows as a necessary logical. sequence that 
tuberculosis in any organ or tissue of the 
body, the lungs being involved by far the most 
frequently, is communicabie and therefore 
preventable, 

The peculiar germ is constantly present in 
the tissues of men and other animals-suffering 
from tuberculosis, can be distinguished readi- 
ly from all othér micro-organisms, and never 
is presentinany other disease. It has been 
shown that no other kind of living or dead 
thing can or does produce this disease when 
used for inoculations. These bacilli cause 
small, new growths or nodules, called tuber- 
cles, which tend to soften, and the discharges 
from them, containing the living germs, are 
thrown off from the body. They mostly are 
discharged in the sputum, in some cases many 
millions per day being thus thrown out, The 
germs thus ejected do not grow outside of the 
animal organism except under artificial con- 
ditions, but may retain their vitality 
for long periods of time even when 
dried and suspended as dust in the 
air, which thus becomes infected. The dust 
removed from walls and pictures in rooms. 


that have been occupied by consumptive. 


patients is capable of producing the disease, 
and it may be transmitted by meat or milk 
from tubéreular animals. Boiling the’ milk 
or thoroughly cooking the meat destroys the 
germs, but, as rule, the disease is acquired 
through communication from man to man. 
In either case it is produced only by the same 
individual germs that have been thrown off 
by some other organism suffering from tuber- 
culosis, The general belief in its hereditary 
character is entirely without scientific proof, 
Parents do not transmit the disease directly 
to their children, but may transmit a consti- 
tution that is peculiarly susceptibleeto it, and 
the relations between parents and children 
are especially favorable for the transmission 
by direct contact. 

While tuberculosis is communicable it is 
communicated with far less facility than many 
other diseases which properly are called con- 
tagious. Ordinarily, long exposure and inti- 
mate association with the infected individual 
are required unless the natural resistance has 
been much reduced. as by depression of the gen- 
eral vitality by unhealthy exterior conditions 
or bronchial or pulmonary affections. But 
these are predisposing causes only. They can- 
not produce the disease unless the tubercle 
bacillus is superadded, A vast amount of 
evidence shows that consumption is compar- 
atively rare among those who live an out-door 
life under normal and healthy conditions, and 
vice versa. The mortality is highest in 
those occupations which involve confinement 
in an atmosphere that holds in sus- 
pension fine particles of dust of some 
kind which sets up inflammatory affections in 
the bronchi and lungs, thus creating a sus- 
ceptibility to the disease. Confinement in 
workrooms with some who have tuberculosis 
involves constant exposure. to infection, and 
impaired nutrition favors the catching of the 
disease. 

From both a sanitary and economic stand- 
point all other communicable and preventa- 
ble diseases sink into relative insignificance 
when compared with this. If as many deaths 
occurred daily for one month from Asiatic 
cholera in New York as regularly occur from 
pulmonary consumption the city would be 
well nigh depopulated from the panic result- 
ing. One-seventh of. the total iwnortality of 
the civilized world is due to tuberculosis, and 
one-fourth of the deaths occurring during the 
working period of life are caused by it. 

cvidences of infection do fiot rapidly.follow 
exposure. Weeks and months may elapse be- 
fyre the first symptoms of the disease appear, 
and then they are more apt to be ascribed to 
a “cold” or one of a dozen other causes than 
the real one. Hence arises the popular im- 
pression that consumption is almost certainly 
fatal, because often it is too firmly established 
when first detected. But it is curable, as 
shown by the fact that in autopsies performed 
in the New York charitable hospitals more or 
less extensive changes due to the existence of 
tuberculosis in earlier life were found in 
‘About 830 per cent of the cases dying from 
other diseases, In most of these the disease 
had long since become stationary. It has 
been noted in the autopsies at the Paris 
morgue that in 15 per cent Of the cases of sud- 
den death from injuries and accident there were 
present the evidences of cured tuberculosis. 
‘* There can be no question that consuinption 
may, almost as a rule, be completely and per- 
inanently cured among the well-to-do classes 
if the nature of the disease is recognized early 
and. the persons removed temporarily or per- 
manently to favorable climes or localities.” 
The science of icine is to tind its consum- 
mation not in the cure but in the prevention 
of disease, and all the discoveries of bacteri- 
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ology have tended in that iveelicn:: They 
have made possible the employment of intel- 
tigent and efficient means for prevention, and 
this is particularly true of tuberculosis: “ The 
sputum, and the sputum alone, in some way 
is the source of danger; and common senge, 
good sanitation, humanity, and even the re- 
quirements of simple cleanliness demand that 
this should be destroyed or rendered harm- 
less.”” Dr. Lawrence Flick of Philadelphia is 
quoted as saying: ‘* Were half the energy 
which is being spent in the almost hopeless 
task of searching for a specific cyre for tuber- 
culosis devoted to its extermination the ac- 
complishinent would be assured.” 


PICK OUT DECENT ALDERMEN, 

During this month the Republicans of the 
thirty-four wards of this city will have to 
nominate Aldermanic candidates to be voted 
for next month. There are some wards which 
the Republicans cannot hope to carry, others 
in which they are sure of success, and there 
are some debatable ones in which, they can 
elect their candidates if they put up the best 
men, but not otherwise. It is the duty of the 
Kepublicans at all times to pick out good 
meh. It is especially important at this time, 
when the city is not flush with funds and when 
the taxpayers find it harder than ever before 
to raise the money with which to pay their 
taxes, 

Of the Republican Aldermen whose terms 
expire in April some will be candidates 
for reélection. A portion of them should 
be rétained in the Council, for they have been 
honest and they have acquired valuable ex- 
perience. Theré are others who were s0 un- 
mindful of their duty, as shown by their votes, 
that they ought to be sent back to private life 
and kept,there. Some Aldermen calling them- 
selves Republicans voted to pass the outra- 
geous Metropolitan gas ordinance over the 
Mayor’s veto. Their Republican constituents 
should drop them. They should listen to no 
explanations of that vote, for there are none 
which are worth listening to, and they should 
be careful not to select men likely to yield 
without a struggle to the offers of speculative 
individuals who want to secure valuable fran- 
chises without giving the city an equivalent. 

If possible there ought to be more honest 
men and more businéss-men in the Council. 
That body has just shown in its dealings with 
the appropriation bill how little it thinks of 
the interests of the taxpayers and how much 
it thinks of those of the tax-eaters. The Re. 
publican taxpayers of the different wards 
ought to go to the primaries and see if they 
cannot secure the nomination of men who do 
not think that their chief Aldermanic duty 
is to get as many bummers as they can on 
the pay-rolls and pay them excessive salaries. 
It may be difficult to get such tmnen in some 
wards, but it ought to be possible in most of 
them. 

Such men can be put in nomination if ‘the 
citizens will goto the primaries. The Civic 
Federation and other organizations are urging 
them to do so, Good government begins at 
the bottom—at the primaries. But for votes 
to be effectual there the primaries must be 
fairly managed, The responsibility for that 
rests on the different ward committeemen, 
The primaries have béen called for the 15th 
under the primary election law. But the 
committeemen divide up the wards into pri- 
mary election districts, and determine the 
number of delegates to the Aldermanic con- 
vention. Judges and clerks selected by them 
from the list of election judges and clerks will 
receive the votes at the primaries. The com- 
mitteemen have considerable power therefore, 
They have used it sometimes in the past to se- 
cure the nomination of bad men, Let it be 
used now honestly for the benefit of the pub- 
lie. 

When times are bad, and the payment of 
taxes is a special burden, taxpayers scan the 
list of Aldermanic nominees more. closely 
than they do when they are prospering and it 
is easy for them to pay. This year they will 
study those lists very closely, and they will 
vote for the best men. They will not vote 
for men with shady records, or with no visible 
means.of support except a saloon. They will 
vote for buginess-men who will administer the 
finances of the city economically and intelli- 
gently. Such are the mem shom the Repub- 


licans should nominate. If they will do so { 


they can elect them, for they will get the sup- 
port of the decent voters of all parties, Chi- 
cagoans aire not pleased with the present 
Council. The Metropolitan gas ordinance 
and other performances have disgusted them 
with it, and ony are eager for a change. 
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ROSEBERY AS BRITISH PREMIER. 
Lord Rosebery will succeed Mr. Gladstone 


as Premier of Great Britain and Ireland not- 


withstanding the protest of the Radicals. He 
is the choice of Mr. Gladstone and of the 
Queen. Were he not a peer there would be 
no question as to the fitness’ of his selection. 
He is the ablest man of the Cabinet after the 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone, and though he 
is a member of the House of Lords he is 
more trusted by the British democracy than 
any.of his colleagues. He has served the 
people in many capacities, and they have im- 
plicit contidence in him. By the accident of 
birth he is a member of the House of 
Lords. His tastes are no doubt aris- 
tocratic. His associations are patrician. 
In politics, however, he is a Radical. 
In public life he has always been the 
champion of the masses. He is -the 
adopted politicalson of Mr. Gladstone, and 
since he appeared on the hustings at Mid- 
lothian fifteen years ago with his leader he 
has been his unswerving and devoted sup- 
porter. 

He.served the democracy of London as the 
Chairman of the County Council and as Alder- 
man, and was as progressive as John Burna. 
Only a few months ago he aided the British 
miners by bringmg a seemingly hopeless 
strike to a successful conclusion. He has 
supported Mr. Gladstone’s home rule policy, 
his parish councils bill, his eight-hours rule 
for the government workingmen, and his em- 
ployers’ liability bill. ‘The only objection to 
him as a leader of the British Liberals is that 
he is a peer, and, as he has said himself, that 
is his misfortune and not his,fault. 

He is comparatively a~soung man, be- 
ing now in his 47th year. - He isan ex- 
cellent speaker, and though a Scotchman he 
possesses What some great statesmen have 
sadly lacked—humor. His speech on the 
home rule bill in the Lords last session 
was highly praised and classed next to that of 
Mr. Gladstone, 

While he is popular with the masses he en- 
joys the confidence of the classes in a greater 


‘degree than any other Liberal statesman. As 


Foreign Secretary he maintained British 
prestige in Europe and he seems to huve 
favored British aggression in Africa. That is 
why the pacific Radicals, like Mr. Labouchere, 
distrust him. The editor of Truth has criti- 
cised his Uganda policy, but the Scottish dis- 
senting ministers, nearly all Radicals, highly 
approved it. The moneyed classes trust him. 
He is backed by the great financial house of 
Rothschila and other houses of nearly as 
great standing. He is wealthy him- 
self. He is a sportsman, and, as one of his 
biographers has remarked, “there was a time 
when he would have reformed the House of 
Lords to a site nearer Newmarket.” He 
thinks that the House of Lords should be 
mended, if not ended, and therein he agrees 
with the great chief whom he succeeds. 

It requires no small degree of courage in

cals is in revolt, The bulk of the party de- 
mands to be led. against the bedy of which 
Lord Rosebery is a member. There is not 
sufficient cohesion in the party majority. His 
rival, Sir William Hercourt, is notin good 
temper and may resign. But Rosebery has 
tact and skill, humor and ability. . He may be 
able to pull through. He is on ‘good terms 
with some of the Liberal Unionists, and many 
of them are likely to rejoin their eld party un- 
‘der his leadership. His acceptance of the 
Premiership may give them the epportunity. 

A few days will tell. A dissolution may be 
forced next month, or it may be put off till 
the end of the year. If Rosebery is given 
time to shape and announce a poticy he may 


succeed.

— 
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In Memoriam—Rev. R. w. Patterson. 


The last rites have been performed and the 
late Rev. Robert W. Patterson has bean borne to 
his final resting place. Today only the memory 
of him remains, but in that memory there is 
nothing one would wish to erase. ~As a note- 
worthy person in the early days of Chicago, as a 
power for good by the force of his example, as 4 
living witness of the gentle yet firm spirit of 
Christianity, and as a representatave of the 
higher citizenship, he will not be forgotten. 

Dr. Patterson came to Chicago in 1840. It was 
then a village and had a population of only 
4,800. There were few churches. in those 
days, and the one in which he preached 
was conspicuous. The “Old Spotted Church” 
(built after 1850) was a landmark. Abra- 
ham Lincoln many times sat in, the con- 
| gregation and lingered after the sermon to 
speak to the pastor. Stephen A. Donglas 
frequently attended and visited Dr. ' Patter- 
son in his study and in his family. Judge 
David Davis when he was in town was commonly 
present. Norman B. Judd was active in the 
church. ‘*‘Long John" Wentworth was a re- 
markable figure and rarely missed a morning serv- 
ice. On one occasion a well-known friend of 
Douglas was so aroused by an anti-slavery ser- 
mon that Dr. Patterson was preaching that in the 
midst of it he arose in his pew and left 
the church to show his disapproval, But his 
wife brought him back the next Sunday morning 
and kept him in his place afterwards. 

It was not long until under the ministrations 
of the Rev. Dr. Patterson the Second . Presbyte- 
rian Church became a vital denominatiénal force, 
not only in this city but throughout the North- 
west, and gradually he was recognized as one of 
the standard bearers of Presbyteriani¢m in the 
United States. Few men in the pulpit have more 
r%arly realized the idea of “‘ mens sana in cor- 
pore sano.” His extraordinary physical and 
mental activity, his earnest advocacy of 
his _ beliefs, freed from every trate 
of dogmatism, his progressiveness. which never 
savored of disloyalty, and his positive: religious 
convictions, which were free from sectarian 
narrow-mindedness, not alone secured almost 
universal respect for his counsels, but also made 
him a prominent figure in church and civic 
affairs. The absence of the sectarian in his 
composition, while it madebim none’the less 
orthodox, enabled him to sympathize with mod- 
ern progress in the world of theology. His 
radicalism, tempered by conservatism, in- 
deed, on more than one occasion, was of 
the highest benefit to the church with which he 
was associated and advanced its interests on en- 
during lines. His strict adherence to’ what he 
believed to be the truth, and the saving>common 
sense which he brought to the solution of every 
question were illustrated more than once in his 
long career. Though of Southern birth, he was 
an anti-slavery man, and in the early 
days when Illinois Presbyterians came into 
collision with the General Assembly, on. the 
slavery question it was mainly throngh his 
wise counsels that the New School organization 
was eventually entered into, While he did not in 
later years wholly approve of the unien of the 
New and Old schools on the terms on which it 
was arranged he submitted to it in géod faith 
when he was overruled. But he always hold that 
if a better understanding had been ar- 
rived at then the Briggs trouble would 
never have arisen. In the famous prosecution 
of Prof. Swing which Prof. Patton cohducted 
with earnest but (as some thought) mistaken 
zeal Dr. Patterson took the part of the defend- 
ant, believing that sach prosecutions were un- 
wise. Still, there were many points at which he 
did not agree with Prof. Swing. He looked upon 
Prof. Swing as a lovely character» but a 
loose theologian. He thought it would be a 
misfortune to tle Presbyterian Church to 
lose Prof. Swing on account of his fluid opinions 
concerning old Presbyterian doctrines.e He be- 
lieved the doctrines could survive Prof. Swing’s 
indifference if he could get along without them. 
Above all, he considered that both the church 
and Prof. Swing would be better off if they should 
continue together, An eminent merchant of 
scholarly attainments once said in Dr. Patter. 
son’s presence that he thought Prof. Swing had 
“a luxuriant but a weedy mind,” to wiiich the 
doctor answered benignattly t he was’sure of 
its luxuriance, but as yet had hadno sufficient 
evidence of its weediness. | 

It was, indeed, the spirit of religion for which 
Dr. Patterson contended, and in comparison 
with it mere forms were of little worth. Such, 
also, was the ruling motive of his life. If there 
were three things he believed in more firmly than 
any other they were truth, liberty, and progress. 


The keynote of his character was love ofjliberty © 


—civil and religious. Whether his feelings were 
so deeply stirred by the great struggle going on 
during his early manhood between the advocates 
of human liberty and their opponents that even 
his ecclesiastical relations were affected by them, 
or whether. his religious training had moliled his 
political convictions, it would be difficult per- 
haps to say. Certain it is, however, that he 
preached and practiced toleration: and/he al- 
ways wished to strike off fetters wherever 
he saw them—whether they were worn by the 
poor slave of the South or the worse slaves of hu- 
man infallibility and evil passions in the North, 

In the recent controversy concerning Ur, Briggs 
it may be said that Dr. Patterson under some 
reserve sympathized with Dr, Briggs. While he 
did not wholly sympathize with Dr, Briggs he 
did not wish to persecute him or to have others 
persecute him on account of his opinions. Headers 
of Tae Trisune will remember the admirdble ar- 
ticle on the Briggs case contributed by Dr. Pat- 
terson tc these columns not many months ago, 

it may be said finally of Dr. Patterson that he 
was sincere. There wds no cant in his atrong, 
healthy nature. His honest convictions dominat- 
ed his every act as a citizen. These led him to 
identify himself with the Republican party at its 
birth, in which organization, without in 
any sense a politician, he remained to the close 
of his life without wavéring for a moment in his 
allegiance. As aman he was the embodiment of 
his beliefs without making himself offensive by 

publicity and without allowing his Positive con- 
victions to affect in any way his unvarying 
courtesy, geuiaity, and large-heartedness, He 
will remain in the memory of those who: knew 
him as a type of the ideal C hristian gentleman.

Quite akin to the-English Lejeune in man- 
ner is the Dutch Gérard, of whose style there 
is a bewitching example ‘in a group of chil- 
dren bringing home a load of newly cut grass 
for the cows. The barrow load 1s drawn by 
a jolly and willing dog. He and the children 
are allin gleeful spirits except one toddler, 
who is so deep asieep on the pile of green 
grass that even his big brother’s horn blown 
close at his ear does not rouse him. 

There is also a baby’s head by Risler, a 
wonderful bit of painting in the realism of 
Munich, It is said no one sees that wide- 
awake little face who does not find it the ab- 
solute portrait of some genuine American 
baby of his acquaintance. 

Still more attractive to most child-lovers is 
‘First Steps,’’ by Karl Blommers, whose 
pictures in the department of Holland at the 
Fair last summer woh so many mothers’ 
hearts. A sturdy young woman is tak- 
ing her. two babies down a long path 
through a wood with a glint of sunshine at its 
end. ‘The older child reaches up a deliciousiy 
painted, small, fat hand to the mother, who 
bends towards her. But the prettiest thing is 
the way in which the presence of the younger 
baby is suggested. It cannot'be really seen 
at all, for the mother is turned away. There 
is just a glimpse of its white dress here and 
there, yet it isan important member of the 
group, and is supported by every muscle in 
that strong young shoulder, 

There is one cf Schreyer’s noonday scenes, 
a gray horse and a white horse and a brown 
horse on the endless plains of Wallachia; a 
very fine Verschuur, the stable-yard of an inn 
with the grand, great horses of Flanders all 
sleek and centent; there isa capital little 
De Block, the noble old head of a watch- 
maker lighted upala Rembrandt. There is 
one of De Coninck’s subtle, dark-eyed beau- 
ties on her knees as she is washing ata 
brook and raising her gypsy head as she 
hears her lover whistle to her from a bridge 
‘in the distance; there is the. cleverest of 
genrés by D. Col, two extremely obstinate 
and argumentative men, perfect in drawing; 
and there are excellent examples of Verlat, 
Gussow, Artan, Claes, Dillens, Woutermar- 
tens, Schaep, Clays, Taurel, and Schmidt, 
not to speak of divers and sundry others. 

Among the more recent paintings of other 
schools are a large Visconti, extremely dark 
in tone but touched up by the device of a 
blazing fire on the hearth of a_cottager, who 
has left his door ajar; Virgilio Tojetti’s joyous 
** Poetic Muse’’; a Feyen, delightful in tone, 
showing the long, serpentine lines of fishing 
women of the Cancale, for the greater com- 
fort of their water-swollen feet walking home 
along one of the rills which trickle through 
the sands at low tide; a blue bit of the Medi- 
terranean by Olive, and several modern water- 
colors. Some of the best of his paintings are 
at the houses of Mr. Jones’ daughters, Mrs. 
Dyer and Mrs. H. H. Honoré Jdr., notably the 
largest Lamoriniére, and, for another, a 
poultry-yard, scene by Nicholas Maes, who 
knew so well the absurd humors and egotism 
of cocks and hens. 

When Mr. Jones, bringing, his sheaves with 
him, returned from Belgium in 1875 he 
found Chicago at a high-tide of enthusiasm 
over the unusually good ioan collections which 
Miss Sara Hallowell yearly arranged at the 
time of the autumnal fairs in the old Exposi- 
tion Building, and he had no more than 
fairly settled his treasures in his house on 
Ashland avenue when he was asked by that 
enterprising director of art matters to intrust 
to her almost his whole collection. This he 
did, and for several years it was 
studied in those exhibitions which the more 
exuberant of their admirers called the *‘ Salon 
of America.” Old Chicagoans still talk lov- 
ingly of their favorite paintings in the earliest 
exhibitions. The long series of the “‘ Prodigal 
Son’’ was one of the most popular features of 
the exposition of 1873 when the first loan ex- 
hibition was held. Miss Hallowell afterwards 
went all over America and Europe persuading 
private collectors and the direciors of muse- 
ums to send canvases to the newly fledged ** Art 
Institute.”’ Her friends enjoy telling avon

“The collection which Henry Field’s widow, 
on her recent marriage to Thomas Nelson 

e, gave to the Art Institute as a memo- 
rial to Mr, Field, is a rarely beautiful one. 


‘Its charm lies in that it has been so thought- 


fully weeded out during its gathering that at 
last each of the forty paintings is not merely 
a specimen, but a fineand distinguished spec- 
imen of its school. 

Not only the collection, but the room at the 
Art Institute where in a few weeks it will be 
hung, is to keep Mr. Field’s name remem- 
bered in Chicago. It is to be called .the 
**Henry Field Memorial Room” and is now 
being made into a fit setting for his jewels. 
A mosaic floor and walls which are designed 
expressly as a.background for these particu- 
lar paintings will be done by Tiffany and 
other decorators of New York and Chicago. 

A majority of the pictures are of the Bar- 
bizon school, and that classification might 
fairly include *‘The Lock,’’ by John Con- 
stable, which, although according to tne art- 
ist’s own statement, painted in ** none but 
God Almighty’s style,” is, nevertheless, in 
the same manner ag those of his landscapes 
which, when sent to France, so inspired the 

oung “ naturalist’ artists there, Corot, Diaz, 

illet, Rousseau, Daubigny, and Dupre in 
their incomparable work. There are three 
Corots, one with the seated figure of a woman 
intheforeground. The largest of the three is a 
twilight scene, truthful and enchanting. Itis 
dark, ** but not too dark, just dark enough,”’ 
as one of its discriminating admirers says. 
When it is seen at the Art Institute it will be 
extremely interesting to compare it with an- 
other Corot called ‘* Before the Dawn,”’ now 
on exhibition there in the Munger collection. 
The two are much alike in size and composi- 
tion, and the differences in the way of the 
coming and the going of the day as pictured 
are suggestions in poetry as well as painting. 

‘There are severai small Troyons® and a glo- 
rious large one, the ‘* Return from Market,’’ 
which was in the loan exhibit at the Fair last 
summer. It isa picture that it is a perpetual 
joy to see, full of splendid sunshine, spiendid- 
ly painted. One would scarcely know Troyon 
who had not séen this great flock of sheep 
trampling along the far-reaching green ave- 
nue of trees.. The sun is almost over- 
head and every touch of color glows 
in the radiance, Each detail. is a 
pleasure—the woman with her baby in her 
arms riding an ox inthe foreground and the 
man in the background on his sleepy horse, 
the bright haze made by the dust of the road 
and the shadows of the trees. 

There is a sinall Millet, the ‘‘ Woman Feed- 
ing Chickens,’’ which was in the Morgan col- 
lection, and there isalso the large and im- 

rtant one, ‘‘ Peasants Carrying Home a 

‘ew-Born Calf,’?’ which was seen at the 
The calf, still at its gelatin- 
ous stage, is evidently. a great curiosity 
to the whole of the peasant family 
and the expression of importance 6n every- 
body’s face is good ‘to see,and so is the 
motherliness ot the old red cow as she licks 
the head of her offspring. 

Another Study of peasant life, which grew 
familiar at the Fair,is *“*‘The Song of the 
Lark,’ by Jules Breton, ** whose. pictures are 
poems, and whose poems are pictures.’’ This 
picture is full of the fresh dewy spirit of the 
morning. The vigorous young girl, going 
to her work in the field just as the 
sun is rising, lifts her face in honest, open- 
mouthed delight to the sweet, clear sky as she 
listens to the lark singing at ** heaven's gate.” 
In a way this painting is a companion to the 
‘* Shepherd’s Star,’’ by the same artist, which 
P. D. Armour gave to the Art Institute in 
1889. There the glow is that of the other end 
of the day, and the field-worker goes home 
from her toil, burdened and tired. 

Another. Breton among the Field pictures 
represcnts two peasants talking together in a 
snow-covered meadow. The man, apparently 
an optimist, looks out cheerily from his ho 
as he digs at the snow, while the woman seems 
to be brooding over some wrong as she 
speaks. ' 

There are two Rousseaus, one from the 
Secretan and one from the Morgan sale, and 
two Daubignys, all four so true to nature and 
so full of feeling that it is melancholy to think 
how many Chicagoans will go hurrying past 
them at the Art Institute with never a word 
but **O, just small landscapes! Come on!”’ 

There are four Duprés, two of them marines, 
and exceedingly beautiful, both in greenish 
tones and representing windy days far out at 
sea, but quite differently rendered. 

A group of landscapes by Cazin is most 
interesting. In one the sky, which Cazin 
paints in such marvelous perfection, is of in- 
expressible loveliness and delicacy. In the 
“Tobias and the 
sky is also wonderful its 
ethereal tints of ashes of roses 
gray. Cazin differs from most of the artists 
who have preceded him in illustrating the 
quaint pretty tale of the Tobit. The episode 
of the fish always has been the favorite point 
in the story, but this picture shows how 
Tobias, ** his dog following, found a beautiful 
young man standing girded, and, as it were, 
ready to walk, and, not knowing that it was 
an angel of God, saluted him.” 

There are few of Knaus’ paintings in’ Chi- 
cago, but everybody knows his children, so 
rosy and so real, by means of popular repre- 
ductions, and will be glad of 'a chance to see 
the original in a large genré of this collection, 
The whole of a peasant family is at work in a 
field harvesting turnips, the ald grandmother, 
tne father, the mother with her newest baby, 
four amazingly industrious totg, and an idle 
little lass having a good time over a fire in 
the foreground. 

‘Two Delacroix, a magnificent tiger stretched 
out in sleepy content and a panther crouching 
to drink at a spring; two Decamps; two 
Domingos; one of Hébert’s splendid. dark 
morbid women; a Fortuny; Fromentin’s 
**Quled, Nayles Sahara ”*: a Detaille, with an 
interesting effect in the background, the brill- 
iance of the soldiers’ uniforms reflected in 
the water of a_ recent rain which 
shimmers in little patches on the 

round; a tiny Schreyer, kept by Mr. 

‘ield when five others by that too productive 

hand were discarded, because there isso much 
feeling in this desolate landscape with a soli- 
tary rider bending undera terrificsnow-storm. 
All these paintings are typical of the manner 
of the artists who painted them, and round 
out a-collection which will serve well as a key 
to modern art.

STRONG . 
BRAVE PROTECTIVE AGENOY. 


After Seven Years of Hard and Successfal 
Work the Organization Is Threatened 
with Destruction for Lack of Money= 
It Came into Being After the Stead Ex- 
posures=Those Who Have Been Identi- 
fled in the Movement Sample Cases 
Where Justice Has Been Done. 


“The Protective Agency for Women and 
Children is nearing its eighth birthday,” said 
one of the ladies’ of the Advisory Board yes- 
terday, “‘and its work has been most satis- 
factory. Itis pleasant to know that many of 
ite founders are still members of the Govern- 
sng Board, while the infrequent changes in 
the corps of assistants show this work, the 
first of its kind in this or any country, holds 
for advisors and employés a special! and in- 
creasing interest. Between 8,000 and 
9,000 cases have been entered on the 
books during the life of the agency. 
But these figurés cannot convey any idea of 
the real work accomplished. There are no 
statistics adequate to enlighten the public 
upon a work of this nature. The sympathy 
and counsel of women in their hours of trial) 
which enables them to take up weary burdens 
and trudge along with a renewed feeling of 
self-respect and mental vigor which grows 
out of the encouragement they receive from 
our agerits is something that cannot be made 
a partofa statistical report. Indeed much 
of the work is of a confidential nature, and as 
the desire always has been to encourage 
women to come to us for advice it has been 
one of the essential stimulants to them to be 
assured that only the more fully to protect 
them never would any facts concerning their 
trouble be given to the public.” 

Beginning of the Work. 


The outcome of a consultation held by a 
number of earnest women soon after the 
Stead revelations in 1885 was this Protective 
Agency for Women and Children, with an ad- 
bbe wd board composed of delegates from 

eighteen or twenty associations: The Wom- 
an’s club took the lead and its founder, Mrs. 
Caroline M. Brown, was made President of 
the new organization. Three years later Mrs. 
Harvey was made Mrs. Brown’s successor, 
the jatter removing from the city. Mrs. Har- 
vey did the work admirably, but on accepting 
the Presidency of the Women’s club was 
obliged to resign the more active work in the 
Protective Agency. Although still its Vice- 
President, Mrs. L. A. Howe, the present in- 
cumbent, has devoted her time and money 
to the agency without stint to the present 
time. 

Dr. Mary Burnett kindly gave the use of 
her oftice in Central Music Hall half of each 
day for six months, J. W. Errant generously do- 
nated his services as attorney during this pe- 
riod. and under the care of ‘Mrs. Julia Miller 
as azent the work began. At the end of six 
months Mrs. Miller was obliged to leave the 
arduous position, and Mrs. C. C, Holt took the 
place for which by nature and training she 
was eminently fitted. 

Mr. Errant left the Protective Agency to 
take charge of the Bureau of Justice, its aim 
being to do for men what the agency does for 
women and children. He was largely instru- 
mental in forming the new association, for 
which his experience in the agency had pre- 
pared and enthused him, Since then the 
agency’s attorneys receive compensation, A 
statel salary is paid monthly, the amount of 
the court work cutting no figure. As a 
natural sequence, whenever possible so to 
do, cases are adjusted outside the courts, 
Mr. Moulton, assistant agent for years,isa 
most carefui and conscientious “ investigator” 
in difficult cases brought to the office. No 
case is undertaken unless this investigation 
proves it to be the legitimate work of the 
agency. Agent, assistant, and attorneys con- 
stitute the paid corps of employés. and ex- 
penses are moderate considering the large 
amount of work accomplished. 


In Sore Need of Money. 


Two or three years ago the delegative body 
was changed to an independent one as soon | 
as it could walk alone comfortably. Any. 
lady willing to serve on the Governing Board 
of the agency pledges herself to:an annual 
fee of $5 and also to gather from her friends 
$100 yearly. .The sum _ so pledged, 
with voluntary contributions from outsiders 
and an occasional **benefit’’ entertainment, 
constitutes the *‘visible means of support ”’ of 
the Protective Agency. Last year a donation 
from the charity bali enabled the assocjation 
to: face.its annual meeting with a small bal- 
ance in the treasury, but of late the funds of 
those devoted to charitable and philanthropic 
work have been almost wholly turned toward 
rq@ief work, and the agémcy has been over- 
looked or forgotten by its old friends and 
patrons, so much so that the ladies are seri- 
ously considering the necessity of closing up 
the work entirely, and thereby shutting the 
only door that leads to possible justice for 
women and children in this great city,a finale 
that no oneatall familiar with, the impor- 
tance:and beneficence of the work can think 
of without pain and protest. 

To those who do not know, be it said, that 
to the agency is due changes in the conduct of 
cases, the most repellant of all perhaps that 
come within the scope of its influence, crimes 
against the persons of women and children. 
The protection of the ignorant and weak who 
fall into the clutches of the ‘chattel. mort- 
gage fiend.” of the victims of the iniquitous 
** machine agent,’’ and the giving advice and 
directing to other sources of relief not in the 

agency 8 province are among the pleasanter 
features. With these should be mentioned the 
harmonizing of family difficuities, not an in- 
frequent, experience in this office. To the 
efforts of this association is largely due the 
raising of the age of consent, ans 10 to 14 
years, in ILilinois and in making more 
stringent the laws against seduction, the en- 
tieng of girls under 18 years of age into im- 
proper places, and all kindred offenses. 


Claims Difficalt to Collect. 


“To show the difficulty sometimes expe. 
riénced in collecting clairns against wealthy 
persons we give the following, which, after 
being in hand about two years, was recently 
settied,’’ said a member of the agency. “A 
wage claim against a prominent Chicago 
banker was appealed from the Justice Court 
to the Circuit Court. The second trial re- 
sulted like the first, although one year after 
the appeal. When the process of collection 
eommenced executions could not be made, 
A bill in chancery was resorted to for discov- 
ery of assets, a receiver appointed, witnesses 
subpoenaed, and still. no response from de- 
fendant. Thereupon the court issued an 
order for one of the witnesses to 
show cause why he should not be attached 
for contempt of court because of his failure 
to resporxd to the subpcena, When no further 
delay was possible the defendant paid the 
judgment with $50 costs. But for the agency 
the account could scarcely have been collect- 
ed, or if collected eaten up by the fees of at- 
torneys. As it was, the woman got every cent 
of her claim, with interest. 

‘“A colored -woman took her sewing ma- 
chine to an agent for repairs. On cailing for 
it she was told that she sold it to him and that 
he had disposed of it; In tact. he had loaned 
on it $2.50. Being illiterate, the woman 
signed, as she supposed, a receipt, which was 
in reality a bill of sale. Fortunately, a wit- 
ness heard the agent ask her to ‘sign a re- 
ceipt.’ This testimony, with the inadequacy 
of the consideration, secured the machine for 
the seamstress, 

‘A Mrs, Oghmeyer was having some dental 
work done, and had paid for it in advance. 
One tooth that had been filled troubled her 
by aching. She werit to the dentists’ office 
and told them about its aching, They placed 
her in a chair, and the operator insisted that 
it was another tooth that ached, but she in- 
sisted that it was the one that was filled; there- 
upon, without saying ahything, he left her 
lying in the chair and wentto his lunch, So 
s00mas she discovered he had gone out of the 
building she went to the cashier and de- 
manded the proportion of her money back 
for the work which had not been done, which 
the cashier refused to pay to her. Thereupon 
she galled the dentists cheats and frauds, 
and again demanded her money, and 
they by force and main _ astrength 
ejected her from the premises, ke uno r 
roughly, tearing her clothes, and causing the 
loss of her pocketbook, containing about $11, 
Justice Lyon held the dentists guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct and fined them each $5 and 
costs. They had her arrested for disorderiy 


conduct also, but that charge was dismissed. | -

TO PROTECT LIVE STOCK IN TRANSIT. 


President Shortall of the Humane Society 
Complains to the Railroads. 

John G. Shortall, President of the Ameri- 
can Humane Association, has taken up the 
question of cruelty to animals in transit on 
railroads. He has forwarded to the traffic 
managers and agentsof different railroads 
the following letter and copy of the United 
States statutes bearing on the subject: . 

Cuicaco, Lil., Feb. 28, 1894.—Il am _ in receipt 
ofa letter from the Western Pennsylvania Hu- 
mane Society, our correspondent in_ Pittsburg, 
which states that “cattle dealers in Chicago fre- 
quently put the cattle on the trains in charge of 
tramps, who want to make their way east, w 
in no way do their duty to the stock, getting off 
at different points, leaving the stock without 
care and causing many of them to become crip- 
pled in transit. Cannot the dealers be made to 
send competent men with the trains?’’ I under- 
stand how difficult it is for you to control abso- 
cong | this evil. but with the fact in mind that 
you fre liable to prosecution under the United 
States laws, as well>as under the State laws, 
would it not be to your interest to insist that 
cattle shall be seen to and cared for properly en 
route? I respectfully beg of you to give this 
matter your attention that a better treatment of 
stock may be obtained. The maltreatment of 
stock upon our railroads has been long a matter 
of public scandal and there appears to be a wave 


of extraordinary complaint at this time.

The law is as follows: 


to animals while in transit by railroad or other 
means of transportation within the United 
States. Act of Congress of March 3. 1873, United 
States Revised Statutes, Secs. 4,386 to 4,390. 
Sec. 4,386. No railroad company within the 
United States, whose road forms any partofa 
line of road over which cattle, sheep, swine, or 
other animals are conveyed from one State to an- 
other, or the owners or masters of steam, sailing. 
or other vessels carrying or transporting cattle, 
sheep, swine, or other animals from one State to 
another shali confine the same in cars, boats, or 
vessels of any description for a longer period 
than twenty-eight consecutive hours without un- 
loading the saine for rest, water, and feeding for 
a period of at least five consecutive hours, un- 
less prevented from so unloading by storm or 
other accidental causes. In estimating such con- 
finement, the time during which the animals have 
been confined without such rest on connecting 
roads from which they are received shall be in- 
cluded, it being the intent of this section to pro- 
hibit their continfgous confinement beyond the 
period of twenty-4ight hours, except upon contin- 
gencies hereihbefore stated. 
Sec. 4,387. Animals so unloaded shall be prop- 
erly fed and watered during such rest by the 
owner or person having the custody thereof, or 
in case of his default in so doing, then by 
railroad company, or owners, or masters of boa 
vessels transporting the same, at tLe expense 
of the owner or person in custody thereof, and 
such company, owners, or masters shall in such 
case have a lien upon such animals for food, 
care, and custody furnished and shail not be lia- 
ble for any detention of such animals. 

Sec. 4,388. Any company, owner, or custodian 
ofsuch animais who knowingly and willingly 
fails to comply with the provisions of the two 
receding sections shall, for every sach failure, 

liable for and forfeit and pay a penalty of not 
less than $100 ner more than $500. But when 
animals are carried in cars, boats, or other ves- 
. sels in which they can and do have proper food, 

water, space, and meen? to rest, the pro- 
visions in regard to their being unloaded shall 
not apply. 
Sec. 4,389—The penalty created by the preced- 
ing section shall be recove by civil action in 
the name of the United Statesin the Circuit or 
District Court of the United States holden with- 
in the district where the violation may have been 
committed or the person or corporation resides 
or-carries on its business, and it shall be the 
duty of all United States Marshals, their depu- 
ties and subordinates, to prosecute all violations 
which come to their notice or knowledge. 
Sec. 4,390—Any person or corporation entitled 
to a lien under Sec. 453 may enforce the same by 
a petition filed in the District Court holden 
within the district where the food. care, and cus- 
tody have been furnished or the owner or custo- 
dian of the property resides, and the court shall 
have power to issue all suitable process for the 
enforcement of such lien by sale or otherwTse 
and to compel the payment of ail costs, penal- 
ties, charges, and expenses of proceedings under 
the provisions of this and the preceding sections.

REALESTATE MARKET 


EASY MONEY OONDITIONS IMPROVE 
THE DEMANDS FOR PROPERTY.

Signs of Improvement Shown by Sales in 
Business Districts and ‘Well-Located 
Subdivisions=Plans Drawn for an Oak 


February Shows Largely Increased 
Building Operations=List of the M usic 
Houses to Move to Wabash Avenue. 


Conditions in the real estate market show 
some signs of improvement. Sales of prop- 
erty in well-located subdivisions for improve- 
ment and of houses for occupancy by buyers 
are reported. The easy money conditions 
which exist at various financial centers prom- 
ise some activity in investment lines. The 
surplus of idje funds will naturally we 
way to investment in business properties. 
sale closed last week through the agency of 


present. The property at Nos. 2565 and 257 
Clark street was sold for Christine Uphof 
to Jacob Franks for, $155,000 cash. The 
building, although fairly well rented, 
is not considered of value in the transaction. 
As the lot is 50x103 in dimensions the price 
paid represents $1,100 a front foot or a little 
over $30 a square foot. The purchase of the 
southeast corner of Jackson and Clark streets 
by the Western Union Telegpaph company 
attracted considerable attention to that sec- 


The southeast corner of Harrison street was 
leased for 99 years and two or three transfers 
of small holdings in the block be. 
tween Jackson and Van Buren streets 
where the Franks purchase is located 
have taken place in the last year. 
There are many‘ capitalists who believe that 
investments on neglected down-town streets 
are more promising thun those of high-class 
holdings in the more favored sections. 

‘‘ Is the time ripe for new standards of ap- 
praisal in city real estate values?’’ is the ques- 
tion proposed by the New York Times. It is 
one which has probably suggested itself to 
every operator handling metropolitan hold- 
ings who has noted the erratic course of values 
of land as established by sales and leases dur- 
ing the. last few years. It is admitted 
by the most conservative real estate 
agents 
regarding standards‘ of values in the down- 
town district. There are so many elements 
of value to be considered, so many points of 
view so be taken, that down-town values re- 
solve themselves more into mere matters of 
opinion rather than the results of deliberate 
calculations. | 

‘* A thing is worth what it will bring.’’ says 
the Times. “That is conceded to be the 
usual test with regard to articles commonly 
dealt in. But this presupposes that there are 
many such articles, and that their value is 
tixed-by the ruling market rate. In stocks 
and bonds, as in wheat. or flour, or 
potatoes, or any similar commod- 
ity, there is no _ difficulty, ordinarily, 
in discovering .values, or market prices, 
which, ‘as to them, mean the same thing. 
There is, however, no actual real estate 
‘market,’ because, as a rule, parcels are 
usually so different. The side of a street may 
and does make a difference at times of thou- 
sands of dollars in the value of a lot. Even 
on the same street there is usually a differ- 
ence in values between the lots on one block 
and: those on tthe adjoining one. When, 
moreover, it comes to the same block and the 
same side of the street, there is, asa rule,a 
similar variance between lots, depending on 
their nearness or distance from a corner. 
Quite frequently the process for fix- 
ing. relative values, or, rather, 
tions, in such cases is merely conven- 
tional, but it has its influence nevertheless. 
Valuations or appraisals too frequently rest on 
opinion rather than fact, and it is the general 
experience that opinions of all ‘sorts on any 
subject may be had for the asking. This 
state of affairs has resulted in no end of con- 
fusion, and in a rather capricious method of 
fixing values. The matter becomes important 
not only in the purchase of geal estate, but in 
the obtaining of loafts and in condemnation 
proceedings. So-called experts are called in 
and testify what, in their respective judg- 
ments or opinions, certain property is worth, 
The courts have been burdened with testi- 
mony of this kind for years in the ele- 
vated railway cases and in proceedings 
by the -city to condemn property 
for public uses. An expert .feels safe in 
swearing to anything that his side wishes, 


what is only a matter of opinion. And it may 
be remarked asa curious circumstanc®é that 
no real estate man is governed or has his 
views changed by the prices fixed inysuch a 
determination.”’ , 

This condition of , affairs in New York is 
duplicated in Chicago. So much criticism of 
the so-called ‘expert testimony furnished in 
elevated railway condemnation suits has been 
aroused that many prominent brokers refuse 
to furnish testimuny regarding values. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Drawn for an Oak Park Hall and 
Opera-House Building. 
The Grand Opera-House and Society Hall 
is the name of a new building on which work 
will be commenced at Oak Park Tuesday. 


Plans 


. The property is owned by a stock company 


composed of a number of. enterprising citi- 
zens and the various local secret societies. 
The price paid for the ground, which consists 
of two lotson Lake street 100 feet east of 


the building when complete will be $80,000. 
The style of architecture throughout is that 
of Spanish Romanesque. The front for the 
first story will be of stone and above that of 
pressed brick and terra cotta. The main 
entranee, which includes a driveway, is 
through the.west side of the building and is 
lined with white enameled brick. The front 
of the building will be given up to flats. On 
the first floor of the rear will be the main 
auditorium, ante-rooms, and office. The 
auditorium will be eighty-eight feet @eep and 
fifty-seven feet wide in the clear. A deep 
gallery will extend around three sides of the 
room, making the total seating capacity in 
excess of 1,500. The auditorium will have 
opera chairs and be finished throughout in 
oak. The ceiling will be broken by three 
arches. The stage will be fifty-seven feet 
wide and thirty-five feet deep. The proscenium 
opening will be twenty-five feet wide and 
twenty-seven feet high. The second floor of 
the building will be given up to the entrance 
to the auditorium ‘gallery and to two hails for 
the use of secret societies. One of these halls 
will be 23x30 and the other 80x34. Each 
ball will have separate waiting and 
toilet rooms. They wiil be handsomely tin- 
ished in antique oak. The third floor will be 
given up entirely to the masonic fraternity. 
The lodge room will be 36 feet wide and 60 
feet deep. The Knights Templar drill room 
will be 40 feet wide and 57 feet deep. The 
banquet room will be 34 feet wide and 40 
feet deep.. There will also be large and com- 
modious parlors for both sexes on this floor, 
as well as all the necessary ante and commit- 
tee rooms; also lockers and kitchens, pan- 
tries. ete. All the society halls will be 
reached by a passenger elevator. Heat will 
be supplied by steam and light will be fur- 
nished by electricity. An independent sys- 
tem to be owned by the company is in con- 
templation. The design for the building was 
drawn ,by Architect W. J. Van Keuren. It is 
expected that the building wili be ready for 
use by November next.- 

Fitzgibbon Hall is to be the name of a 
three-story and basement building to be 
erected at the northeast corner of Twelfth. 
street and Albany avenue. It will be used 
principally for Iiddge purposes and local en. 
tertainments. The building will havea front- 
age of forty-two feet on Twelfth street and a 
depth on Albany avenue of ninety feet. The 
structure will cost $32,000, and work is to be 
commenced on it this week. The frontage on 
both streets will be of Bedford rock-faced 
stone, There will be two main entrances. 
One on Albany, avenue for the various halls 
and/one on Twelfth street for the six flats that 
will occtpy the front of the building. In the 
front part of the building on the main floor 
room will be reserved for three 
stores. The rear part of the first and second 
tioors will be used for reception and cloak 
rooms, The third will be given up entirely to 
the hall, which will have a seating capacity of 
500. Atthesouthend of the hall will bea 
stage thirty-eight feet wide and eighteen feet 
deep, The trimmings of the hall will be of 
oak, and the remainder of the building will be 
of hard pine. The plans were drawn by 
Architect George Grussing. 
The finishing touches are being put on the 
hapdsoime apartment building, The ‘Tudor, 
at they Pe 3p street and Ellis avenue,

HAVE DESERTED STATE STREET, 


All the Music Houses Will Soon Be on 
‘Wabash Avenue. 

Through a lease just made by R. E. Ismond 
of Van Vlissingen & Ismond the last of the 
music houses will move from State 
street to Wabash avenue. Some yearh 
ago Mr. Ismond conceived the idea 
that Wabash avenue was the proper loca- 
tion for the music trade, He thought the 
rentson State street were too high for the 
business, and that eventually music houses 
would be obliged to move away. One by one 
Mr. Osmond made leases 6n Wabash avenue 
for the State street houses, and yesterday he 
closed a lease for the B. Shoninger 
company, which removes the last piano 
store from State street to Wabash avenue. 
Che property is at Nos. 267 and 269 Wabash 
avenue, It is leased forten years at an an- 
nual rental of $12,000, or $120,000 for the 
term. The building isa four stories and a 
basement. It has 45 feet frontage on Wabash 
avenue and a depth of 160 feet. As the pres- 
ent lease does not expire till May 1, 1895, 
the premises at Nos. 182 and 184 Wabash 
avenue have been secured for Mr. Shoninger 
for the year between May 1894 and 1895.

The lot. building, bell, 
and clock cost $40,000. This church was 
known throughout the eowntry as the Spotted 
Church of Chicago, on account of the pecu- 
liar stone out of which its walls were con- 
structed. It was the first guthicchurch build- 
ing erected west of New York. It was dedi- 
cated Friday, June 24, 1851, at 7 p. m.- Its 
interior arrangeinents were somewhat similar 
to those of the church at Michigan avenue 
and Twentieth street. The side and front 
windows were of stained glass made in New 
York. The organ was placed in the church 
later, and then the bell and clock and tower 
were added. The historica! sketch is respon- 
sible for the information that the clock in the 
tower struck 12 invariably as the minister 
drew near his “In conclusion.’’ The pews 
of the Spotted Church were upholatered. The 
pastor’s study, where Dr. Patterson prepared 
many of his sermons, was back of the choir 
oft. 

The little frame building occupied by the 
congregation on Randolph street as its first 
permanent home has a migratory history. It 
was moved after its sale by the congregation 
to State and Harrison streets, where it’ was 
occupied as a Sunday-school and preaching 
station and became the nucleus of the State 
Street M. E. Church, It was moved again to 
Wabash avenue and Harrison street, where it 
was known as the Wabash Avenue M. E. 
Church. John Y. Seammon bought it and 
rented it tothe Swedenborgians, who occu- 
pied it fora time asachurch. The business 
of the city crawled toward it and Mr. Scam- 
mon had it moved to Prairie avenue and Six- 
teenth street, where it was fitted up and occu- 
pied asadwelling. After the fire it became 
a grocery store, and at the present time it is 
secupied by the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany as its Sixteenth street station. 

Fifteen years after the gccupancy of the 
Spotted Church the location was encroached 
upon by business of the city and the question 
of removal came upin the congregation. J. 
V. Farwell & Co. offered $192,000 for the 
lot which twenty years before had been pur- 
chased for $5,000. The congregation de- 
bated on the expediency of the removal of 
the church and the sale of thelot. Meetings 
were held and the rights of members dis- 
cussed. Gov. William Bross, one of the lead- 
ing members of the church, proposed to build 
a business block on the site of the church 
with an auditoriam above, similar to the 
Methodist Church Block which at present 
stands at Clark and Washington streets. 
This proposition was discussed for some 
time, but was finally rejected. Finally, in 
1871, the lot was sold t) Timothy Wright for 
$161,000, the church society retaining the 
ownership of the building, and a lot at Wa- 
bash avenue and Twentieth street, 1004¢x171, 
was purchased for $38,937. This was to be 
the home of the new church as soon as the 


,walls of the Spotted Church could be tuken 


down and removed and put in place. 

About this time the Olivet Church at Wa- 
bash avenue and Fourteenth street united 
with the Second Church. This was done June 
17, 1871, in the session of the Second Church 
at eae r. Patterson and Messrs. Raymond,

of his residence, but afterwards changed his 
mind and soldit to the trustees of the Pres- 
byterian Church at Lake Forest. and out of it 
they built their church, which was dedicated 
June 10, 1887. Dr. Patterson, who had laid 
the corner-stone of the Spotted Church, and 
who, by the way, had dedicated all three of 
the churches of the Second Congregation, de- 
livered the address on the occasion of the 
completion of the Lake Forest church and 
dedicated it. 

The foundation of the church at Michigan 
avenue and Twentieth was putin in the spring 
of 1872 andthe corner-stone was laid Sept. 
21 of that year. During the building the 
Olivet congregation sold its house and after 
paying an indebtness had $10,000 left, which 
was applied to the construction fund of the 
Michigan Avenue Church. . This edifice, still 
conceded by architects to be the best bit of 
church architecture in Chicago, cost, includ- 
ing furniture, organ, tower, and bell, $360,- 
000. Itis the only church building in Chica- 
go, with one exception, that hus a stone 
tower. 

The first service was held in the Sunday- 
school room Jan. 5, 1873, and the following 
Sunday the first communion was held in the 
new lecture room. The audience room was 
completed Nov. 30, 1873. The tower of this 
church was erected by Mrs. George Armour 
in memory of her husband, and his children 
authorized the purchase of the bell. which 
was rung for the first time June 26, 1884. 

Dr. Patterson resigned the pastorate of this 
church Jan. 11, 1874, after thirty-two .years 
of service. His farewell sermon was preached 
that day, the text being from Phil. 1: 8-11. 

Dr. Patterson had, in fact, been a father to 
this congregation, having become associated 
with it in its infancy and watching it with 
zealous care up to the time of “his resignation. 
Till his death he retained ‘his membership in 
the presbytery, which has the guardianship of 
the Second Church. After his resignation the 
congregation established fur Dr. Patterson a 
fund in honor of his long and useful labors in 
connection with the church. 

Jan. 21, 1884, the church and congrega- 
tion of Dr. McPherson’s church gave to Dr. 
and Mrs, Patterson a reception in the church 
on the occasion of the seventieth anniversary 
of this birth. All the members of the old 
church who were livingin this vicinity and 
the new ones attended that reception. In a 
recent issue of Tus Tripunzg Dr. Patterson’s 
biography was printed. 

Prof. F. W. Fiske of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary filled the pulpit of the 
church temporarily until the call and accept- 
ance by the Rev.. J. Monro Gibson, D. D.., 
who was assistant pastor of St. Andrew’s 
Presbyterian Church in Montreal, Canada. 
Elders J. S. Gould and T. B. Carter 
reported favorably on Dr. Gibson and the cail 
was extended to him by J.S. Gould and 
N. S. Bouton for the church. He preached 
his first sermon in the Michigun Avenue 
Church Feb. 14, 1874. The call was renewed 
and he moved to Chicagoin April of that year. 
He preached his first sermon April 26, and 
was installed May 6. His pastorate covered 
six years of arduous labor. He was a popular 
preacher and made quite a reputation as a lec- 
turer on the Bible. He delivered a series of 
lectures on that subject in Farweil Hall. He 
resigned the pastorate of the Second Church 
to‘accept the call of St. John’s Wood.Presby- 
terian Church of London, England. 

The pulpit of the Second Presbyterian 
Church remained vacant two and a half years, 
but during that time the congregation kept up 
its weekly and Sabbath service and its mission 
and benevolent contribution. 

Dr. Simon J. McPherson, then serving his 
third year as pastor of the Third Presbyterian 
Church in East Orange, N. J., was cailed in 
1882. Acall froma church fhat had been 
under the service of such men as Drs. Patter- 
son and Gibson to as young aman as McPher. 
s0n was a high compliment to the efficiency 
of the preacher. Dr. McPherson was born in 
New Jersey in1850. At the time of his call 
to the Chicago church he was only 32 years 
old. He prepared at the academy at Leroy 
and at Fatley Seminary for Princeton, and at 
the latter place he became intimately asso- 
ciated with the Rev. Dr. McCosh, one of the 
celabrities of the church. He graduated in 
1874 and was tutor in 1875. Whiiea theo- 
logical student he spent a year and a quarter 
in European travel and study and visited the 
Holy Land. He is known asa hard working 
and benevolent minister. 

The first elders of the Second Church were 
Benjamin W. Raymond, William H. Brown, 
and Dr. Sylvester Willard. The monthly 
meetings of these elders and their wives, in 
the interests of the church, were held in the 
winter and spring for forty years, and to those 
meetings Dr. Patterson said he attributed the 
successtul growth of the Second Church, 

To Mr. Raymond the public of Illinois owes 
the first railroad that was built from this city, 
known as the “Old Galena.” He was also 
twice Mayor of theclty and secured for Chi- 
cago the Lake-Front Park asa gift from the 
United States, and was also the first man to 
advocate the widening of the streets. 

The next session, 43, °45, and ’48, consist- 
ed of John C, Williams, Seth Johnson, J. Am- 
brose Wright, and Thomas B. Carter. Mr. 
Wright studied theology and became a 
preacher, moving to Michigan, where he was 
pastor of a church up to the time of his 
death. The eldersin 1851 were Reuben:D. 
Jones, Elihu Baker, and D. R, Holt. They 
all moved away, and were succeeded in 1862 
by Zwinglius Grover and Hiram F. Mather. 
In 1866 John S. Gould, Mark Skinner, and 
George E. Purington were members of the 

session. The name of Mark Skinner stands 
out conspicuously in the Distory of Chicago. 
On the occasion o the union with 
the Olivet congregation Oscar Avery, 
Fred Crumbaugh, and Nathan 8S. Boutdn 
were made elders in the Second Church as 
they had been in the Olivet congregation. 
Mr. Bouton resigned. George Armour, Eras- 
tus Foote, and George T. nton were elders 
in 1877, and in 1882 the session was enlarged 
by the admission and election as elders of 
Edward Brust, Henry M. Ralston, and Dr. H. 
P. Merriman, and in 1884 still further by the 
admission of Thomas Dent and A. G. Petti- 
bone. In 1888 John C. Grant, William M. 
Baker, Harlan D. Cook, W. F. Hunt, G. W. 
Cass, Lester Curtiss, John G. Moore, and 
Fred M, Steele were elected deacons, They 
were the first deacons of this church.

The work of the Sezond Church is not con- 
fined to its own congregation, It is noted 
for its extensive: mission and chari. 
table work, and its Sunday-school 
benefits have been acknowledged by the 
entire church. The first Sunday-schoo! 
superintendent of this church was Sylvester 
W illard, then Gov. Bross, C. P. Kellogg, Prof. 
Cyrus Hill,and Gen. S,'Lockwood Brown. 
Its mission schools are at Howe street, the 
Moseley Mission, State Street Mission, But- 
ler Mission, Taylor Street Mission, 
Bethany Missions, and Burr Mission. 

The greatest revivals known in the history 
of the Second Church were those of 1845, 
1855, 1858, and 1864. That.of 1858, fol- 
lowing the business prostration, developed 
the greatest power and was of the greatest in- 
fluence. It was under the personal direction 
of Dr. Patterson. Morning prayer meetings 
were held and largely attended, ost of the 
preaching in these seven revivals of the first 
thirty years of the Presbyterian Church in this 
city was done by Dr. Patterson. 

The Dorcas Society, organized in 1845, a 
missionary and benevolent association and 
still in existence and doing the same work, 
is the “a of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. The first successful church fair 
given in this city was under 
auspices of the ladies. of the Second 
Presbyterian Church and was held in the home 
of Mrs. James Boyer on South Water street, 
which at that time was the largest private 
house in the city. In the absence of reporters 
afid the daily press at that time the announce- 
ment of this fair was proclaimed from the 
pulpit and by a crier on horseback, who rode 
through the streets calling out: “The Fair! 
The Fair !”’ 

The first section of the ** Historical Sketch,” 
from which the foregoing facts have been 
gathered, is closed by a paper by Dr. Patter- 
son, the first pastor, on ‘* The Influence of the 
Church in the Northwest.’’?

BERLIN A GOOD TOWN TO LIVE IN, 


Noisy Nuisances Are Not Tolerated in the 
German Capital. 

London Telegraph: Our _ Berlin corre- 
spondent has recently apprised us that the 
Berlin police are permanently under instruc- 
tions to suppress whistling, whether recreative 
or utilitarian. with the utmost rigor, and dis- 
play unrelaxing energy in carrying out 
their orders to the letter. Whistling 
in public is not only repugnant to 
the German apprehensions of * die 
hohere Bildung” or “high culture,” but 
actually constitutes a minor misdemeanor, 
and as such is punishable by fine, with the 
inevitabie alternative of imprisonment. The 
former penalty has been incurred within the 
last few days by a hall porter of a fashionable 
hotel, Unter den Linden, who persisted in 
sounding his whistle to summon a cab for a 
client of the establishment after having been 
forbidden to do so by an agent of the law. 

Appealing from the sentence of the police 
authorities to the judgment of a civil .court, 
the porter pleaded that from time immemo- 
rial it had been the custom in Berlin to 
whistle for droschkies once, twice, thrice, 
or four times, accordmg to the relative qual. 
ity or capacity of the vehicle required, This 
plea, however, the Judge rejected as irrel- 
evant to the point at issue—to-wit: The ille- 
gality of whistling in a public thoroughfare— 
and further mulcted the appellant in the sum 
of three marks “‘ for making a noise that dis. 
turbed the repose of the pubiic.”’ 

In some respects the Prussian police au- 
thorities—to their credit and praise be it ad- 
mitted—are much stricter than our own in 
enforcing the # ppression of noise nuisances, 
They are inflefible, for instance, in prohibit- 
ing the performance of street bands; they 
only grant organ-grinding licenses to a few 
infirm old soldiers, who, moreover, are not 
permitted to work their instruments of tor- 
ture in roadways or sidéwalks. but only in 
certain prescribed open places, or in 
the court-yards of private houses at the 
special request of their inmates. On the 
other hand, they are overtolerant with regard 
to all manner of street cries and to the dis- 
tracting clamor raised bythe children on 
their way to and from school at certain hours 
ot the'day. 

Prussia is conspicuously a music-loving and 
music-making country. As the inhabitants 
of its cities, however, for the most part, live 
in flats, they are not allowed to play or 8i 
in their apartments after 10 o’cloc 
p. m,, unless with the express  con- 
sent of the persons residing immediately 
above or below them, whose innate right to 
enjoy unbroken rest ‘“o’ nights”’ they are 
bound to respect. Nor may they keep on 
their premises any furred or feathered ani- 
mals addicted to the nocturnal utterance | of 
sounds that ** murder sleep,”’ and give rise to 
irritation of temper. The conscientious d 
prompted by a sense of duty to bark al 
night, if notoriously vociferous, has to be 
severely eliminated from the precincts of a 
Prussian town house,

It was a-crushing blow 
to the authoress dnd she never rewrote her 
work; it seemed to her the characters in her 
books were living friends who had perished 
in the flames and she could not restore them 
to life. 

Afew years ago a friend induced Mrs. 
Bates to collect a volume of her fugitive 
verse and the venture —— a genuine suc- 
cess. It was called “‘ From Heart’s Content,” 
that being the name of her Opeental home. 
She has now one book ready for the press 
and is at work “ under storm and stress”’ ata 
novel,a novel which will bear a message 
direct to the heart of all womankind. 

Mrs. Bates writes under the inspiration of 
the moment; her ideas come to her,. as she 
expresses it, like the ** ping”’ of the bullet, 
and the story or poem unravels itself as a 
panorama before ber mental vision. 

Personally she is a tall woman with intel- 
lect and strength stamped on every linea- 
ment of her face. She has a delightfully 
modulated voice and is a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, who sends away her visitors with a 
host of new ideas and a dumb wonder that 
thay never had been thought of before. Her 
present residence is the Newberry,. on Dear- 
born street, and she is a member of several 
clubs, 

When that delightful story, ** Love Affairs 
of an Old Maid,” appeared the name of Miss 
Lilian Bell was so little known in the world 
of literature that many people regarded it as 
anom de plume, and net a few reviewers 
gravely announced the fact. The book, how- 
ever, was not Miss Bell’s first ory. QO, no; 
that was written at the age of 8. It covere 
ges of foolscap paper, and was 
called: * Kind to the Poor, a Story for the 
Young." It was not consciously humorous, 
and the youthful authoress was not a little 
abashed by her father’s mirth on reading it, 
and was only .consoled by her youn 
mother’s gentle sympathy. At 16 
Miss Bell commenced to publish 
her work and a quantity of it soon appeared 
in various newspapers and magazines. The 
first story from her pen which attracted much 
_attention was called ‘*The Heart of Brier 

ose.” It appeared in Harper’s Weekly 
and was ‘widely copied, indeed tne pirating of 

this story nearly involved a number of news- 

pers in a lawsuit with the Harpers. Per- 

ps these facts served to .attract the atten- 
tion of the publishers to the young writer. At 
any rate when ‘“‘Love Affairs of an Old 
Maid” was offered to them they at once ac- 
cepted it and brought it out three months 
later. It has now been on the market some 
six months, and has sold at the rate of an 
edition for each month. 

Miss Bell was seized with the idea of her 
story one evening while entertaining a num- 
ber of niasculine callers who were discussing 
love and matrimony from their own point of 
view. The next morning Miss Bell wrote the 
first chapter, and after that the story seemed 
to write itself, She has been questioned con- 
tinually as to whether her characters are 
drawn from life; they are not, being purely 
the creatures of herown brain, though she 
does know one\pld lady who has been an un- 
concious * Flossy ”’ a!l her life. 

-Miss Bell’s methods of work are entirely 
her own, Often for weeks she does not write 
a line, and again, as she expresses it, ‘‘a 
story will get hold of me and I will write from 
six to ten hours a day and die every night.’’ 
She depends upon inspiration, and is capable 
ofa surprising amount of work at high press- 
ure. Much of her composing is done during 
the smail hours of the night, and it is ac- 
complished after a Onique fashion of her own. 

Fearful of awaking the family if she arises 
and lights the gas, she has taught herself to 
write in the dark, taking a soft biock of paper 
and pencils to bed with her. In the morning 
the chirography looks a trifle dislocated, but 
the matter is her best. She often rewrites 
many atimea paragraph written during the 
day, but her nocturnal work remains ag first 
jotted down. She invariably christens a 
story before she writes a line of it. Then she 
sets down her closing paragraph and writes 
up to her climax. She considers the name 
and the concluding lines of a story the most 
important; next to them comes the opening 
sentence.

Miss Kirkiand is an active member 
of: both the Woman’s and the Contributors’ 
clubs. She entettains a good deal and is a 
deiightful hostess.

FREDERIOK 8. OHUROH HAS NO LIK- 
y ING POR THE COMMONPLACE. 


He Lifts Those to Whom His Charming 
Pictures Appeal Into the Realm Where 
Gentle Supernaturals Dwell=<His Fame 
as Etehér, Illustrator, and Painter 
Success in Caricature=His Place That 
of an Animalist, Not a SatiristeHis 
Birthplace and Early Training. 

Frederick §. Church will be surprised to 
learn that hé has been the advance agent of a 
certain impresario with a Dutch name whose 
artists are tions, tigers, and bears. But who 
in America has introduced us to civilized wiid 
beasts as Mr, Church has, making us feel al. 
most “ chummy " with the king of the car- 
nivora and ready to be asked to 5 o’clock tea 
witha polar bear? Long before the arrival 
of the educated tigers and affable lions in the 
flesh, Mr. Church accustomed us to the idea 
of beasts whose education had. reached the 
point of flirtation and badinage. 

Animals are indeed the most notable figures 
in his paintings, water colors, and drawings 
for the press. He hag frequented collections 
of wild beasts and studied the proceedings of 
Antoine L. Barye when impelled to model 
animals. Perhaps Barye suggested that sum. 
mary, big treatment of animal forms in pen 


' and ink which makes Church's illustrations so 


crisp and telling, for Barye’s rendering of 
wild beasts in clay was summary and big, and 
we know that work in sculpture often gives a 
painter a healthy stimulus in hisown branch 
of art, as, on the other hand, the paintings of 


| Jean Frangois Millet have stimulated many a 


modern seylptor. 

In the present day it is no slur to call a 
man an ‘‘animalist.” It was a slur forty years 
ago, when Barye fought his fight in Paris 
against prejudice and false classism, but Mr, 
Church could only be called an animalist in 
part; there are two other realmsin which he is 
almost@qually at home, the realm of man- 
kind ana the realm of the:supernatural. 

As to his animals a French admirer, writing 
in L’Art, understood as an intentional lend- 
ing of human feelings to a sea lion what is 
merely a characteristic pose of the sea lion’s 
head. Theartist was more up in seals than the 
critic, that was all, andthe fact is natural 
enough; but it points toa characteristic of 
Mr. Church’s work into which animals enter, 
a characteristic bred, in turn: by his earlier 
career as a caricaturist And maker of cartoons 
forthe press. He does often lend human 
traits to beasts, but not in the way that Lud. 
wig Richter and Kaulbach in Germany did it. 
Church’s method is far more delicate and in 
taste. Inthis respect he enters the field so 
long held here by the elder Beard—namely: 
the humorous treatment of animalsin pict- 
ures. But it should be noted that whereas 
Beard had the literary way of looking at 
things of the sort Church has the artistic. 
Beard painteda fable. Church insinuates a 
gay, amusing, often trivial idea without bear- 
ing down hard, nor by strenuous effort, to 
realism, wearying his audience of the joke. 
His humorin art is strictly that American 
humor of which Artemus Ward and Mark 
Twain are the shining lights. 

Taking up art as a profession late in life, 
aud depending entirely on himself for sup- 
port, Church made his first mark in black 
and white. A dozen yearsago L’ Art of Pa:is 
recognized his genius through his etchings. 

When reprinting a number of them for bis 
French readers, M. Saul Leroi acknowledged 
very handsomely our fellow-countryman’s 
‘inspiration and originality. A single glance 
isenough tu recognize in him a born artist. 
The gu.ck strokes of his drawing have a sure- 
ness, spirit, suppleness which denote the mas- 


ter; the reputation of his country could not 
be supported better, nor a more triumphant 
orotest made against those who deny to that 
country the sentiment of the arts. .. . 
Mr. Frederick Church brings us back to the 
genuine etching of the painter, an inspiration 
quickly fixed on the copper by ineffaceabie 
strokes.”’ 

It is more as a humorist that Church is 
known to his countrymen. To look at his 
etchings and water colors one imagines a life 
full of amusement and gayety, uncjouded by 
the ills that fall to the lot of ordinary men. 
He appeals'to gay, glad thoughts and shares 
with the humorists by profession some of the 
personal popularity that-is in some degree 
gratitude on the part of the public for having 
raised a smile ora laugh. That should make 
an artist happy. But Mr. Church has also a 

rsonality which renders him particularly 
iked by his fellow artists and the members of 
the athletic club; where he can hold his own 
with the boxing gloves against most amateurs. 

Whether in actual sooth he is one of the 
lucky of this earth to the extent his pictures 
suggest need not be too curiously asked, 
neither from his friends nor himself. In the 
first place, it is no one’s business. The public 
of his teeming fancy in oils and water-colors, 
in drawings and etchings, as well asin the 
sketches made by him for this article.

To look on them is like catch- 
ing ladies or handsome peasant women un- 
clothed in\ woodland or lake; decent foik 
who are very ready to enjoy the nude when 
nudity, not nakedness, is given, feel in 
sight of such pictures like apologiz- 
ing for intrusion on the _ privacy 
of the figures. Whatever we may infer con- 
cerning the morality of some of the super- 
naturals as told of by Greeks and Rou- 
mdnians, Kelts and Téutons in the old myths 
and by the foik-lore collected nowadays from 
all parts of the earth, we do not think of them 
as carnal women. In one country a super- 
natural throws no shadow; in another the 
step of a fuiry does not bend down the grass, 
In Hindoostan the gods were known because 
the flowers in theirhair never withered; in 
Greece they heeded little the ordinary meth- 
ods of human locomotion. But the heavy 
fleshiness of many figures in modern art, 


which give themselves out for beings in some. 


ways superior to the grossness of our 
physical nature, defeats the purpose of the 
artist.

out going further than the list of pictures 
produced by Mr. Chureh in this vein.

The cut of bear and 
girl at see-saw has been chosen, one may say, 
from the middle of the series, as a composi- 
tion that is fun-provoking, but not of humor 
so obvious and broad as many others. 

Much more might be said of Frederick 
Church, but' this must suffice. We have in 
him an original American genius who has 
mastered his methods of expression without 
studying in Europe. His caricature is kindly 
and sweet, like much one seesin Punch. He 
is no satirist. The grand claim he has on his 
countrymen is this: Like the poet, the mu- 
sician. the great actor, he transports us out of 
our vulgar, every-day life into a realm of his 
own, where gentle sup2rnaturals live; he lifts 
us above that insufferable commonplace in 
which not only we Philistines but the great 
body of artists are pl ;

‘Tossing foam from his 
jaws and champing his tusks while he eyed 
us contemptuously—I vow if I ever saw con- 
tempt expressed it was in tkat boar’s eyes— 
our foe trotted off with a surly grunt to a 
small bush-covered hillock only a short dis- 
tance from the main hills. All we could do 
was to keep him in sight till our horse- 
keepers with spare spears and Thompson's 
second horse should join us.

As they approached the spot where he 
was lying, the boar charged out and was 
speared. Thissee:ned rather to sicken him, 
and retiring to his bush he declined to move 
again. Volleys of stones were flung at him, 
and he was yelled and shouted at in 
the choicest and most abusive Hindus- 
tani, but he would only deign to reply with a 
surly grunt ortwo. We therefore decided to 
tinish him off on foot, so dismounting we 
sent our horses and the beaters out of harm’s 
way and giving Manajeea spear and placing 
him between us we advanced to do battle.

Path Pursued by North Celestial Pole, 


Orion still maintains his splendid leader- 
ship among the winter constellations, although 
by 9 o’clock in thé evening he is now well 
over toward the wést. Asoneof the most 
ancient of the constellations, familiar to 
Homer and Hesiod and referred to in the 
Book of Job, Orion is enyeloped in historic 
associations and is surrounded with a halo of 
poetry and mythology which, no doubt, lend 
to it quite as greata fascination for modern 
gtar-gazers ag does the singular majesty of 
the asterism itself. It ig still the * Mighty 
Orion,” as it was in the days of Homer, al. 
though its potency now is not ever the 
weather but over the imagination. 

As has been the case with many others of 
the constellations, chartmakers have drawn 
the lineaments of Orion with a free hand, and 
have imposed on us @ figure quite unlike any- 
thing which we ean detect among the stars, 
His sword, his lion-skin shield, the club held 
aloft in his right hand are appendages which, 
looking at the asterism itself, we should 
hardly imagine to exist without the aid 
of the figure which we find upon the 
chart. Yet these accessories are ail re- 
ferred to at an early period and belong prop- 
erly to the constellation as it was known to 
ancient astronomers, 
however, whether they were seen or even ‘im- 
agined by the most ancient constel lation- 
makers. If we will close our eyes to the pict- 


selves, we can readily make of them a crude

QOb- 
serve that the equinoctial, or the celestial 
equator, passes very close tothe uppermost 
of these stars, dividing the constellation cen- 
trally, so that one-half of it is in the northern 
and the other half in the southern hemisphere 
of the heavens, 

Sirius, the brilliant dog-star, and Procyon, 
the lesser dog, both to the left, or east of 
Orion, can easily be identified from the fact 
that they form with Beteigeuse a nearly equi. 


To the right of Orion is Aldebaran, ‘the 
Bull’s Eye, the principai star in the constella- 
tion Taurus. It is of the first magnitude, and 
it Gan easily be identified from its decidedly 
orange Coior and the fact that the Three Kings 
lie most exactly midway between it and 
Sirius. 

Close beside Aldebaran is the V-shaped 
cluster of the Hyades, which, in conneenon 
with the bright star, form the face of the great 
celestial Bull. The Pleiades, a short distance 
to the right, are in the Buill’s shoulder, The 
Bull consists, in fact, of head and shoulders 
only, the explanation being that this is the 
identical bull which carried Europa froin 
Phoenicia to Crete, and that when he was 
transferred to the heavens he was represented 
there as he appeared while performing that 
feat, his body being below the water and 
hence invisible,

ing this parry autumnal equinox—about 
Sept, 21, it enters the constellation Virgo, 
The sun 1s said in almanac, however, to 
‘*enter Libra” at that time; and since March 
20 it will pass the vernal equinox, coming 
northward, and will *tenter Aries,” according 
to the almanac, although it will really enter 
the constellation Pisces, a note of explanation 
may be in place here, 

Anciently the ¢welve ‘*signs of the zodiac,” 
with which alonethe almanac ig concerned 
coincided in position with the twelve z iacal 
constellations which bear the same namés, 
They were, in fact, identical, sign beimg an 
astrological rather than an astronomical 
term. In the timeof Hipparchus, somé2,000 
years ago, the sun upon crossing the celestial 
equator from south to north entered the con. 
stellation Aries, which was considered as 
beginning the series of the signs. But one 
of the discoveries of this father of exact 
astronomy was that the two points at 


which the gun crosses the equator 
were not fixed, but were slowly retreating 
westward, the verna equinox, 
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the preceding constellation Pisces.

This 
movement, known as the * precession ”’ of the 
equinoxes, proceeds at a rate which, sinte the 
time of Hipparchus, has carried tnese points 
to the westward 30°—the exact length of a 
zodiacal sign--and which in about 26,000 
years will carry them around the entire cir- 
curnference of the heavens. Thus it happens 
that since the ‘signs’ have a constant rela- 
tion to the shifting equinoxes, moving with 
them, while the constellations remain fixed, 
the sun now reaches each sign a full month 
before it reaches the constellation which bears 


Cause of the Movement. 

The cause of this movement of precession is 
a certain gyratory motion of the earth, while 
turning on its axis, a motion which has been 
compared to the gyration of a spinning top. 
in consequence of which the two poles of the 
earth’s axis slowly describe in the heavens 
circles, having a radius of 23} degrees, while 
the celestial equator correspondingly shifts 
its position among the stars. Since the 
ecliptic, or sun’s path among the stars, re- 
mains invariable in place, the points where it 
is crossed by the shifting equator are con- 
tinually sliding along it, ' 

To render this matter more intelligible a 
dotted circle has been drawn on the plani- 
sphere. showing the path pursued by the shift- 
ing north celestial pole, t the reader ex- 
amine this chart, held inverted, and let him 
imagine that he is facing the north. On the 
right, at a high elevation, he will see the Great 
Dipper. On the left is the constellation Cas- 
siopeia. Within the circle are the Little Dip- 
per, or Little Bear (Ursa-Minor), and the most 
of the stars of the constellation Drace. The ar- 
row shows the direction in which the invisible 
pole of the heavens moves, At the present 
time it is very near the star knvwn for this 
reason as the Pole star. Some 4,000 years 
ago it was near the star Alpha Draconis, a 
third magnitude star midway between the 
bowl.of the Little Dipper ard the handle of 
the Great Dipper, In about 13,000 years 
from now, to look forward a short way into 
the future, it will have performed one-half of ‘ 
its circuit, and it will then be 47° from its 
present position. The vernal equinox will 
tnen be where the autumnal equinox is now. 
The celestial equator, which now runs through 
the middle of Orion, will then run near 
Capella. 

What will be the effeet of these changes 
upon the appearance of the starry heavens? 
It will be this: The whole celestial sphere 
will appear to have. been shifted and placed 
upon new pivots, Orion will be a summer 
constellation, and he wiki be so far to the 


of the century a German, Adolph Henze, who for 


it with a terrible hook, a sign of great tenacity of 
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greatly appreciated in Germany and Russia, is 
apparent to doctors and savants since the recent 
experiences of Messrs. Hericourt, Richet, and 
Ferrari. 

Taking, for their experiments, an exceedingly 
high-strung and sensitive subject they brought 
him to a state verging upon somnambulism, he 
believing he was a miser, a cunning rogue, aB 
oldman.

This decisive experiment demonstrated the 
close relationship between character and band- 
writing. Although the laws by whichit is gov- 
erned are not yet understood the study of 
the char&cter a great man by his 
handwriting is a subject fruitfni of curious ob- 
servations, No handwriting is so rich in “graph- 
ological ” signs as that of Napoleon. His char- 
acter betrays itself at every stroke of his pen, 
The “ graphologues” have examined it many 
times under the microscope. Toward the middle 


a florin furnished “ graphologica] diagnoses ”’ of 
chrracter through the columns of the Leipsic 
Gazette, studied the handwriting of the Emperor, 
but his observations are too short, being summ 
up in two or three enigmatical lines. Some 
years later the Abbé Michon devoted a whole 
volume to the history of Nupoleon I. 
based upon his handwriting. The judicial 
analysis of this work may serve as a model in any 
study of this kind. The signatures of Napoleon 
are of incredible variety, matking the thousand 
resoufces of his genius. Their uncertainty is be- 
yond question, as he never had a secretary em- 
powered to sign his name. I have chosen the 
most characteristic. They are taken from the 
public archives, the autograph: collection of 
Henze, the book of the Abbé Michon, or from 
the rich collection of Napoleon’s autographs 
which Mr. Charavay has, with his usual kindness, 
placed at my disposal. The two finest specimens 
are unquestionably a Bonaparte of 1795, which 
is in the archives, and a Napoleon of 1809, which 
belongs to Mr, Charavay. 
x» 
One of the earliest signatures of Bonaparte in 
any collection is that to a letter which he wrote 
to the Versaiiles administration. He asks for 
assistance fqr his sister, who would like to be 
sent back to Corsica on leaving the boarding 
school at which she has been educated. Bona- 
parte was as yet only Captain of artillery. The 
writing is legible, impetuous, without ornament. 
The name is in two groups of letters and in each 
the letters are perfectly joined together. This 
manifests the spirit of assimilation. In tlie 
matter of sensibility the writing reveals certain 
characteristics, there are an almost equal num- 
ber of letters well inclined (wu, a, p, t,) and of 
letters nearly perpendicular (o,n,r,e,). The 
first.indieate sensitility, the second hardness of 
character. There is a contest between the heart 
and the head. 
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The ¢ crossed high up signifies despotism. 
When terminated with the broad end like a club 
it indicates an iron will. The imagination shows 
itself in the spread of the letter p. The sweep of 
the B, turned off fantastically, ends in a hook 
energetically thrown upward. It resembles the 
capital P of Louis Philippe, and expresses the 
shrewd and egotistic side of the man. The vary- 
ing style of the letters indicates mobility of 
character. The final ambitious flourish ig what 
is called in “ graphology le lasso des coquettes.” 
He aspires to win hearts, to ensnare, to capti- 
vate,

A service note written before Toulon gives a 
signature of Bonaparte some months later. His 
pcsition already is more important. - He is in 
command of tne artillery of the Army of the 
Mili. We note first of all the height of the let 
ters, twice as. high as in the preceding autograph. 
His ambition is growing. At the same time his 
sensibility isdiminishing. Almost all the letters 
atand upright, perpendicular. 


The B which begins the name is much less 
affected than formerly. It is in keeping with the 
rest of the signature and simple. The letters 
begin to be open at the top (theo). He is less 
secretive; frankness is possible to him, he com- 
mands. The writing is traced with a magisterial 
movement and is full of confidence in himself. 
The sinuous style of the signature betrays his 
subtilty, his power of dissimulation. Bonaparte 
is not yet confident of the future. 
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We now come to the year 1795. He is General 
of a brigade and signs a report telling how he re- 
pelied the populer instrrection of the Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth Veudémiaire, under the 
orders of Barras. The signature is marvelous in 
its expression of energy. The man has taken ac- 
count of his genius. His writing grows larger 
and larger, ardent, full of fire; it marks an 
epoch ; it is the mad and brutal writing of’ the 
men of the Revolution. The B, simple 
in form, is separated from the other 
letters, which are joined to each other, 
thus forming two distinct groups. The first let- 
ter, tbus isolated, indicates what is called in 
graphology the “coup d’intuition,” the clear 
conception before ratiocination. But afterward 
the letters are all joined togther. Logic and 
practical common sense dominate. Here is not 
intuition pure and simple. The marvelous 
lucidity of his mind is marked by the space be- 
tween the lettets. The o is still more open at the 
top. This marks brutal frankness, which in him 
was added to marvelous dissimulation.

Some curves soften a little the angularity of 
the writing. He allows himself to unbend a lit- 
tle because ofhis success. But the fatal letter, 
the ungovernable letter p, lifts its monstrous head 
in the middle of the signature.

The per capita debt of Holland is $95. of 
England #87, of Italy, $76, of Spain $73, 
and of the United States $14. Mortgages 
upeo farming lands are always an incident of 
progress in newly developing countries and 
are, practically, one of the necessities of de- 
velopment. A farmer opening up new land 
requires many things which cannot be bought 
on credit at a distance, to secure which he 
mortgages his land, the productivenéss of 
which is enhanced by the articles which the 
proceeds of the mortgage enable him to buy.

land of which is heavily mortgaged. The.

adjacent States. In Maine it is $49 
per capita and in New Hampshire $50. This 
is about the average in the older States, where 
the farmers are well supplied with all the re- 
guirements of modern cultivation. In some 
of the States it is less, beng $26 in Alabama 
and $23 in Tennessee. In some of the States 
the perceatage of mortgage of farms is very 
small. In Wisconsin, for instauce, more than 
half the farms of the State are owned, with- 
out mortgage, by those who cultivate them. 
Taking the whole country through the ag- 
gregate mortgage debt on all farms is not 
much more than 10 per cent of their total 
value, and in some States it is much less than 
this. The rate of interest varies from 54 to 
9 per cent. The average is about 7 per cent. 
The rate is highest in these States in which 
the legal rate-of interest is greater than in 
Eastern communities. The legal rate of in- 
terest is 6 or 7 per cent in most of the States, 
but in Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming it is 10 
per cent or more, The more the question of 
farm mortgages is studied the more clearly it 
appears that a iarge number of the claims of 
Populist orators are unsubstantial and unsub- 
stantiated. The income from land in every 
part of the United States is materially greater 


than the mortgage interest, and while this 


continues to be so mortgages will be popular, 
pat eg a tac more so than in the City of New 
ork, 


Crossing the Atlantic with Liquid Fuel. 

The first steamer to cross the Atlantic burning 
only liquid fuel arrived at the port of Philadel- 
phia dast week from England. The fuel used 
was in the foym of petroleum residuum, a prod- 
uct of oil of little value and no known use un- 
less the experiment of using it as fnel should 
prove successful, The most important advan- 
tage discovered on the run was that perfect 
combustion was possible, an end never 
obtained when coal is used in the 
fire-room. The process consists in forci 
the fuel through the center of a steam jet whic 
passes directly under the shell of the boilers, 
which are protected from the flames by a super- 
structure of brick. The heat is so intense that 
the-bricks are changed to a white color, and the 
heat js then passed evenly over all parts of ‘the 
boiler shells. The consumption was about 
twenty tons of fuel every twenty-four hours, 
while in the same time thirty tons of bituminous 
coal are consumed. On this run the residuum 
was from Russian oil, but on the outward trip 
Fennsylvenia oil fuel will be used.—Boston Her- 
ald, e

A MAGNIFICENT GUILLOTINE. 


Erected in a Nobleman’s Drawing-Room, 
but He Ceuldn’t Make It Work. 

London Million: Lord Southey once, in a 
fit of disgust with life, had a guillotine erect- 
ed in the drawing-room of his house in the 
Rue de Luxembourg at Paris. 

The machine was a magnificent affair, with 
ebony uprights inlaid with gold and silver. 
The framework was carved with great artistic 
skill, and the knife, of immense weight and 
falling at the touch of a spring, was of orna- 
mented steel, polished and assharp as a razor, 

The spring which liberated the knife was 
placed within easy reach of any one kneeling 
upon the scaffold; in fact, every detail was 
arranged with a view to the convenience of 
the would-be suicide. : 

The day that the engine of | death was com- 
pletely finished Lord Southey completed his 
testamentary, pom yer et shaved, had 
his hair cut, and, clothed in a robe 
of white silk, knelt upon the  pilat- 
form under the knife. The uillo- 
tine Was placed-before a large mirror Fi danny 
the persop committing suicide could see his 
own image until the last. Murmuring a short 
prayer Lord Southey placed his head in the 
semicircle and pressed thé spring. 

The next morning he was found calmly 
sleeping in his bed. Thespring had failed to 
work and after several fruitiess efforts Lord 
Southey was compelled to relinquish his at- 
tempt upon his life. Thoroughly cured of 
his spleen, he presented the; guillotine to the 
Glasgow Museunr, where he made an annual 
pilgrimage to see it until the end of his life. 


He Was a Famous Counterfeiter. 
Among the tounterfeiters of comparatively 
modern times the German, Becker, stands pre- 
eminent. With incredible skill he engraved dies 
for upward of 300 types of coins, principally 
Roman, and as most of these were struck in gold 
—a metal that does not change in appearance 
with time—he realized large sums from unwary 
collectors. Becker was aman of resource and 
with some sense of humon How to 
take off the ==appearance of i novelty 
from the freshly struck coins was a 
nestion of difficult solution. He solved it thus: 
e bad a small box constructed which he partly 
filled with iron filings and screwed to the springs 
of his carriage, and in that he placed his 
newly struck coins and then, as he expressed it 
‘* took his old gentleman adrive’’ on the roa 
betwesn Frankfort and Offenbach. The coins 
came out of the box still fresh, but with the too- 
glaring bloom of youth judiciously 
toned down. At length the market 
as overdone with his productions and 
Becker. having ceased tocounterfeit. now sold 
complete sets of impressions " lead from his 
dies to the museums and collectors who had 
formerly purchased his forgeries, so that there 
might be no difficulty in identifying what was 
his handiwork. Within the last few years num- 
bers of forgeries of oxtremély rare coins in the 
British Museum and in private collections have 
been sald by auction in London. So good is their
